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Business Methods In Marketing Farm Products 


Kxditor’s Note—We are pleased to pre- 
sent the following liberal extracts from a 
paper presented by Mr. Dold at the an- 
nual meeting of the New York State 
Breeders’ Association held in Buffalo in 
December. Mr. Dold is the president of 
the Jacob Dold Packing Company of 
Buffalo and proprietor of the famous 
Wheatfield Farms at La Salle, N. Y. Mr. 
Dold’s packing business last year handled 
over a million head of live stock with a 
tonnage of 215,000,000 lbs. of products, 
representing a sale turnover of $75,000,- 
000 with a total investment of about $20,- 
000,000. The annual payroll at the Buffalo 
plant alone amounts to about $3,000,000. 
It will be seen, therefore, that Mr. Dold is 
qualified to speak on business methods 
in marketing. 

EVELOPING the idea that one of 
D the principal reasons for the 

excessive cost of distribution of 
all food products is that we as a peo- 
ple are demanding so much in the way 
of service from the distributor, Mr. 
Dold says: “In olden days the house- 
wife threw on her shawl, picked up 
her market basket went to the butcher 
and grocer, selected just what she 
wanted, bought just what she needed, 
understood the game of selecting and 
buying and made a dollar go twice as 
far as it goes now even on the same 
basis and then went home and set up 
the kind of square meal that has made 
this nation what it is, the healthiest, 
strongest and the most intellectual peo- 
ple of the world. But how is it done 
now in the majority of cases? A 
telephone is installed and it costs so 
much a year; the high priced, waste- 
ful cook is also installed and the or- 
dering of the family dinner over the phone is intrusted to 
that department. The retailer of course has to sell what 
he has in stock. He does the best he can to satisfy his cus- 
tomers, but that order comes with a rush, has to be put 
up in a hurry, and delivered right away. It him 
sometimes as much to handle a few pounds of chops as 
the original price of the meat. The butcher who pays 25c 
a pound for a prime carcass of beef and sells choice sirloin 
cuts at 50c a pound does not make his money at that end 
of it. He must make it on his ability and knowledge of the 
retail butcher business, on knowing how to buy, how to 
sell and how to cut, and by using this knowledge toward 
the cutting and distribution of the rest of the carcass and 
not on the few choice hunks out of the middle at the 
high price.

It is as inconsistent that milk by the 
quart should cost the consumer 64c 
per gallon out of a 32c can as that a 
prime steak should cost 50c deliverea 
to the table from a 25c carcass, and 
again comes in this basic question of 
the cost of retail distribution and the 
need of the “Cash and Carry” plan. 
I am not here to say that the distribut- 
ing middleman who buys our milk by 
the can and sets it down on the kitch- 
en stoop at 4 o’clock in the morning 
in a clean glass bottle is getting more 
than his share. But this much I be- 
lieve you will agree with me and 
that is that it seems wrong that milk 
should cost twice as much on the 
consumers’ table as it does to produce 
it. 

Again comes in the subject of over- 
head figures and the lack of efficient 
bookkeeping methods on the. average 
farm so that the producer may know 
exactly what his products cost him. 
It is a pity that the basic industry of 
this country, that of farming generally 
should be the only industry which 
practically has no control over the 
asking price of its products although 
it holds the bag on everything that 
goes into the cost of it and is forced 
to buy at every turn of the game from 
men who are shrewd enough to figure in all of the overhead 
cost plus a profit, fair or unfair, legitimate or otherwise, 
upon the product they sell the easy-going producer. 

Why shouldn't this fundamental industry backed by 
the brawn and sinew and the hard work of the owner as 
well as of his hired men not be able to sell his product 
on a cost plus basis, like any other industry on the list. I 
believe the time must come when farming will be as 
much of an exact industry as the packing, the milling, the 
teed and the wholesale grocery business is today. When 
that time comes, we, the farmers and producers will know 
what our products cost us loaded on the wagon or the truck 
and we will add to that, a fair profit so that at the end 
of the year, we, ourselves may show a fair return on all 
of our turnover like the other industries do. 

At first blush this may seem a rather far fetched con- 
clusion but if it can be done in every other business from 
a peanut stand up, why not in the farming business, which, 
after all is a simple business so far as methods of produc- 
tions are concerned. If, for instance, we could get a fair 
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and honest production cost on 500 or 1000 farms, grain, live- 
stock and dairy, over a period say three years, so that 
a fair average could be secured and then get the average 
cost of all of these costs covering at least the fixed ex- 
penses with a proper charge per gallon for the average 
cost of feed and other items

here have a basis to work — 
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they will pay the price. You may say it isn’t feasible 
for the retailer to handle milk in bulk. You must know 
this better than I, but what’s to hinder one step furthe

not the farmer with initiative be encouraged to borrow 
money, spread his business, equip himself so as to pro- 
duce at the minimum of cost and the maximum of quality 
and in the same line why shouldn’t the slip shod farmer 
learn, even if need be from necessity, to do the same. And 
the farm business, by the way is one industry where the 
little fellow has as much a show as the big one, just as 
the little packer is and has been for a century back, able 
to compete with the big Chicago packers. In fact, in our 
business the smaller packer makes a larger proportionate 
profit than the big fellow and largely from this one great 
basis factor that he himself is his own boss, his own 
workman, his own organizer, his own planner and his 
own economizer in his own business. 

I further believe that the present extravagant and 
wasteful methods of delivery must some day come to an 
end and that applies to milk as well as to any other food 
product. If meat and other similar products can be shipped 
from the factory to distributing centers and from there 
distributed to the dealer to advantage, why can’t we do 
the same with milk? What’s to hinder a properly orga- 
nized unit of producers from having a small distributing 
plant in each town, properly located and properly equipped 
side lines such as cottage cheese, butter, eggs, poultry and 
other products from the farm 
to make tonnage and reduce 
the overhead expense, but not 


then deliver milk and cream 
in this package through your 
branch distributing house to 
the dealer, either the milk distributor or the grocer. You 
may tell nie that milk is a perishable product and I will 
answer so is pork sausage which cannot be kept more 
than a day or two in refrigeration and vet millions of 
pounds of this product, much of it packed in one pound 
cartons is distributed daily throughout the country in this 
way. 1 might say the same of butter, or eggs, of poultry and 
of many other perishable products which men of practi- 
cal organizing ability have found a way to market in this 
manner. 

We are told that in Denmark they freeze their milk 
solid in cans for shipment to London. That they hold 
over in freezers in glass lined tanks like those used by 
the brewers and at zero temperature, their surplus milk 
to avoid the extreme fluctuation of the market, thus 
practically protecting the public against abnormally high 
prices in times of shortage. By this same token why 
couldn’t this be done in this country, as is now done 
with eggs, butter, poultry and meats to protect the pro- 
ducer against demoralizing declines and the consumers 
against unnatural high prices, in other words to stabilize 
the industry for the benefit of all concerned. 

Since producers seem to be agreed that something 
should be done, that some cheaper way of distribution 
must be found some way to 
save themselves as well as

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How We Built Up A Dairy Herd 


Editor’s Note—The following is an ad- 
dress given by Mr. Huenink before the 
recent Wisconsin State Dairymen’s Con- 
vention. It is an account of his person- 
al experience, starting with a few non- 
descript cows_and building up a dairy herd of real producers. 
In 1916, Mr. Huenink and his brother-in-law bought out the 
father’s interest and the herd at Cedar Grove, Wis., is now 
owned and operated by Huenink and Lubach. This is a real 
experience and makes interesting reading. 

E started farming in 1904. My father’s first pur- 
W chases were three grade Holsteins, one cow of 

mixed breed and one Jersey. As the cattle kept in 
our community were Holsteins we gradually drifted into 
that breed. Our foundation stock was purchased at $20 per 
head. We bought a cow that milked fifty pounds a day for 
that price. We kept this cow until she was eighteen years 
old and at one time had six of her offspring in our herd. 

In February we bought a grade heifer due to freshen 
in April for $25.50. Our total cost of these five cows and 
two yearlings was $124. That year (the summer of 1905) 
our cattle averaged 6,000 pounds of milk and their returns 
at the factory were $56.25 per cow. We had no silo at 
that time but fed corn stov- 
er and clover hay, and right 
there is where we found 
out that there was more 
milk in clover hay than in 
corn stalks. 

The first summer we 
kept two calves and raised 
them on a gruel made of oil 
meal, red dog flour and milk. 
In 1906 we bred three of our 
cows to a purebred sire. We 
got one male calf and two 
females. These heifers were 
fed on the milk and oil meal 
gruel and fed liberally until 
they freshened when they 
were quite well grown. 

These heifers milked thir- 
ty-five tothirty-seven pounds 
a day as two-year-olds. This 
was quite a step in advance 
for at that time a two-year- 
old that gave over twenty- 
eight pounds a day was considered exceptionally good. 

The next year these heifers milked forty-one to forty- 
three pounds for three-year-olds and they both developed 
into 12,000 pound cows, one being a Register of Produc- 
tion cow last year with 12,896 pounds of milk and 437.8 
pounds of fat. This cow is a dam of a cow that produced 
16,840 pounds of milk and 570 pounds of fat last year. This 
cow Pauline produced 56,990 pounds of milk in her first 
four lactation periods. 

In 1909 we moved on a large farm and purchased more 
stock. We bought four one and one-half year old heifers 
not bred. One of these we sold as a four-year-old to a farm- 
er. I believe she would have been a splendid producer. 
Another one was absolutely no good. This heifer freshened 
in January and we sold her in April and at that time she 
Was just paying for the grain she ate. We had to give 
her the roughage and feed her for glory. She looked like 
part Angus and the rest thoroughly scrub. She had a

heavy hide, narrow head, coarse hair 
and one of the meatiest udders I have 
ever seen. 

One of the others was a short dis- 
tance cow but a good tester. We kept her for a few years 
and also one of her heifers which I will speak about later. 
The other one was one of the best cows we ever owned. 
She was by a purebred sire. This cow milked 11,060 pounds 
in 1915 and never tested below 3.4 per cent. This cow milked 
11,068 pounds in 1917. This was in the cow testing associa- 
tion. Her test was 4.03 per cent, butter fat 446 pounds. 

This cow was a good individual and able to transmit 
to her offspring her wonderful milking qualities. She would 
have been cheap at almost any price. She milked 40,000 
pounds of milk during the last four years we owned her 
and had four fine heifers. We have two of them still. We 
sold two of them just because we thought we were getting 
a fancy price which was a real mistake. We have five of 
this family in our herd today, four of them milking with 
the following records: Qne as a two-year-old 9,652 pounds 
with a 4.03 per cent test and 388 pounds of fat; one as 
a five-year-old 17,316 pounds 
of milk, 3.9 per cent test, 
667 pounds fat; one as an 
eight-year-old 13,971 pounds 
of milk, 4.26 per cent test, 
592.2 pounds fat; one as a 
six-year-old 13,009 pounds of 
milk, 3.63 per cent test, 472.- 
1 pounds fat. 

You will note that the last 
one is lower in test than 
the others. This is because 
she is the get of another 
sire. We lost out in test with 
not much increase in flow. 
This same cow milked 6,090 
pounds of milk as a two- 
year-old. She more than 
doubled her production and 
barring accident ought to do 
well this year. 

In 1914 we started weigh- 
ing and then we found out a 
few things. We found one 
three-year-old that milked 4,316 pounds and never tested 
above 3.1 per cent. This cow was a poor feeder, she could 
not stand more than eight pounds of grain a day besides 
she was easy going. There was nothing to show that she 
was awake. 

We bought another cow that produced 5,846 pounds as 
a three-year-old. This cow had a good test but that same 
year old Bess produceed 11,060 pounds of milk with the 
same test. At that time (in 1914) the one ate $50 worth of 
feed while the other—the best one—ate $75 worth. The best 
one making as much profit as two and one-half like the 
other one would have made and the work would have 
been a whole lot more. We sold this cow after we had 
4,633 pounds of milk from her. I believe this is one of 
the most profitable ways to dispose of a short distance 
cow as you can get the most out of her for milk and get 
a good price for her as beef.

Others have seen in prohibition a worth 
while opportunity for expansion that would not have come 
otherwise. As a result unusual advertising appeals sjich 
as the one planned by the Nationat Dairy Council are being 
made and will grow in number. 

M. D. Munn, president of the council, is responsible for 
the idea. Mr. Munn is a lawyer by profession but he knows 
a lot about cows. He used to milk them when a boy on 
the farm back in New England. After he had made, out of 
his law business, all the money he needed for the rest of 
his natural life, Mr. Munn went back to farming—this time 
because he wanted to and not because he had to. He 
got to raising blooded dairy cattle. Then he began grind- 
ing out some ideas for the advancement of dairy interests 
in general. All this worked around in time to put him at 
the head of the National Dairy Council. 

Mr. Munn saw in the coming of prohibition a smashing 
big opportunity to make the milk bottle popular in place 
of the whiskey bottle and the beer bottle. Inasmuch as he 
did the thinking on the thing, why not let him tell it? 

“Have you ever been in that little joint in the Rookery 
building just across from the board of trade?” Mr. Munn 
asked me. “Well, I suppose that has been the most popular 
lunch place for board of trade men in Chicago. It seemed 
as if almost everybody in the grain pit would drop over 
there sometime during the day for a glass of beer and a 
sandwich or two. 

“Naturally enough, the owner of that little saloon made 
money, I don’t know whether he is making so much now 
that beer no longer can be sold. But I do know that he can 
make more. 

“He could turn his place into a dairy bar. He could 
sell milk products that would taste better, be better and 
pay better than beer. In time—and not a very long time 
at that—they would be more popular than beer. 

“Oh, you needn’t try to be polite. Laugh right out loud 
if you want to. You’re not the first one. What kind of 
products could he sell? Say did you ever have a glass of 
buttermilk and charged water? Fill the glass about two- 
thirds bull of buttermilk, shoot enough water into it to 
fill the glass and you have a delicious, foamy, satisfying, 
healthful beverage that has beer backed clear off the 
boards. 

“Then he could sell cottage cheese sandwiches, sweet 
cream sandwiches and more than two dozen milk drinks. 

“When we got this idea we knew we were in for a 
great amount of educational work. The saloon man could 
not be expected to take our word for it that he could make 
more money selling milk than booze. We are going to try 
to teach him two things. 

“The first thing is that he has been doing business here- 
tofore on an artificial basis. Nobody who knows me 
would accuse me of being a crank prohibitionist. But | 
say it for a fact, just the same, that the saloon man’s 
business heretofore has been based pretty much upon the 
weaknesses and vices of humanity. He has to turn about 
face in this particular. Of course, no man is going to 
stand up to a bar and make a hog out of himself drinking 
glasses of buttermilk or sweet milk products without 
number as he would beer or something else. It would be 
a lot more sensible but he won’t do it. But more men 
would come—more than enough to make up the deficiency. 
The dairy bar could be a real business founded upon solid 
business principles and conducted the same way. 

“The second thing we are going to attempt to teach 
the saloon man is the great number of ways in which 
milk can be utilized for drinking purposes. We have been 
giviny earnest thought to this for a long time. And I

well presented and worthy of your careful study. He wanted to know some 


new ways in which he could 
utilize milk to serve his pa- 
trons. We experimented and found quite a number. 
“T am anticipating our publicity campaign by men 
tioning them now. 


“In addition to the charged buttermilk already men- 
tioned, sweet milk can be treated the same way. Any 
active water ar seltzer can be used in the charging, just 
so it contains no acid. Milk can be mixed with root beer 
or malt—also with hot or cold chocolate and cocoa. Shake 
it thoroughly and you have something worth while. 

“You can mix coca-cola and milk. Many fruit juices and 
milk go well together. Almost anything sweet will tend 
to add to the pleasantness of milk as a beverage. And of 
course the absolute 100 per cent healthfulness of it is not 
going to be controverted. Milk is the Gne perfect food.” 

Mr. Munn is quite sure no great difficulty will be en- 
countered in educating the business man and the laboring 
man as well into the use of milk combinations for bever- 
age purposes. The publicity work will point out that 
the business man especially is learning that a glass of 
buttermilk does him more good than a glass of beer. He 
has been learning it for some time. 

“Otherwise,” asked Mr. Munn, “how do you account for 
the triumph of prohibition? You can poke all the fun at the 
so-called long haired reformers that you want to. Call 
them anything you please. I don’t like them any bet- 
ter than anybody else does. But these very same 
reformers could not under any circumstances have 
swung this country around to prohibition unless a lot of 
hard-headed, clear-thinking business men hd decided in 
favor of it. For years liquor has gradually been dropping 
into disrepute. Even its friends and users consumed less 
and less of it. Prohibition came because the people who 
wanted it got to be in the majority. It seems to me, 
therefore, that an organization having a concrete selling 
message like ours is going to gain results. Never was 
there a happier and more logical combination between 
product and potential demand than there is in this case.” 

“Don’t you think, Mr. Munn, that the saloonkeeper 
after all possesses a big business asset in his under- 
standing of men and his ability to cater to them in the 
way they like? For one thing, the average saloon is clean 
which many a restaurant and soda fountain is not. The 
waiters in the saloon are courteous, efficient and also 
clean. A man approaching a bar for a drink does not 
have to go through a lot of foolishness such as buying a 
check from the cashier. He is treated as a man likes to 
be treated. The service in the saloon and the saloon 
restaurant is built on an intimate knowledge of what 
pleases men. Isn’t it a fact, therefore, that the saloon 
man is in a strong position so far as selling something to 
men is concerned ?”

“Exactly,” replied Mr. Munn. “This is the reason we 
maintain that the saloon man with his equipment and his 
expert knowledge of catering to men is the logical person 
to run the dairy bar. And I believe most emphatically that 
we can make him see his opportunity and cause him to rise 
to it. He just has to change his viewpoint a little, that’s all. 
The profit from selling a glass of charged buttermilk for 
a dime makes the profit on a 10-cent glass of beer look 
sick. All the saloon man is afraid of is that he cannot get 
the volume. He can get it. He will be shown that he 
can.” 


Some of the details of putting over and making good on 
the dairy bar idea, including publicity in behalf of the 
proposition and service for the owners of the bars, are 
yet to be announced. This effort will be a part of a 
country-wide effort to increase the market for dairy 
products and to encourage farmers on the other hand 
to increase the production. 

The entire campaign is being planned on the basis that 
the dairy industry is not sold to the public and not even 
sold to those engaged in it.

Canadian Produced Another 
World’s Champion 


Colony Faforit McKinley annexed a 
world’s championship and two Cana- 
dian championships when she com- 
pleted her strictly official year rec- 
ord of 1061 Ibs. of butter from 21,569 
Ibs. of milk. This butter record, whicn 
is the first 1000 lb. record ever made 
in Canada by a two-year old, is like- 
wise the largest strictly official year 
record ever made anywhere in the 
world, while the milk record stands 
second in her class only to that of O. 
K. L. Albina for strictly official worn. 
This is by far the largest senior two- 
year-old milk record either official or 
semi-official ever made in Canada by 
a senior two-year-old and it is also 
over 400 lbs. more than the produc- 
tion of the Canadian champion junior 
two-year-old, Colony Aaggie Pietertje. 
Her eight months after calving record 
of 20.36 lbs. butter from 381.9 Ibs. milk 
is the largest ever made in Canada by 
a heifer of any age under maturity. 
In short time work she produced 547.4 
Ibs. milk containing 24.27 lbs. butter 
in seven days and 2292.4 lbs. milk con- 
taining 100.16 lbs. butter in thirty days. 
Her figures for a year were sub- 
mitted by P. H. Moore, Supt. of 
Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C., where 
the heifer was bred and developed and 
is now owned. The figures are there- 
fore, subject to correction by the 
Canadian association. 


A Chip From The Old Block 


Kobes Homestead of Junction View 
is proving herself a worthy daughter 
of her great producing dam, her rec- 
ord at first freshening at the age of 
two years, twenty-eight days being 
20.71 lbs. butter from 431.7 lbs. milk 
in seven days and 83.35 Ibs. butter 
from 1800.6 lbs. milk in thirty days. 
Her famous dam referred to above is 
Jessie Fobes 2nd’s Maud Homesteau, 
with a record of 31.17 Ibs. butter from 
746.0 Ibs. milk in seven days and 
123.42 lbs. butter from 2993.7 Ibs. milk 
in thirty days. This dam is one of the 
best daughters of the famous sire, 
Homestead Jr. De Kol, one of the 
great sires of the breed with seven 
30-lb. daughters including the first 
35.5-Ib. cow. The heifer is sired by 
Hamilton Colantha Lad with a good 
list of nice record daughters, most of 
which are still young. She was bred by 
S. B. Jones & Son, Watertown, Wis., 
but made her record for her present 


owners, S. E. Jones & Fred A. Alt of

Hollywood Lilith Mercena, who re- 
cently made a record of 38.9 lbs. of 
butter in seven days, according to

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A Socialistic Experiment That WIll Not Be Tried 


REMARKABLE document is the report of the so- 
Acatiea “Fair Price Milk Committee” appointed by 

Governor Smith of New York. This committee recom- 
mends that “the power to fix rates be delegated to a new 
separate State Board composed of three officials removable 
at the pleasure of the Governor with authority to sub- 
poena producers and dealers in milk and milk products 
and their records and to fix the prices paid to the farmer 
and charged by the distributors to the consumer.” The 
report recognizes the basic nature of milk and dairy pro- 
ducts as a public necessity and for that reason advocates 
the control and supervision of the entire milk industry 
from the producer to the consumer by the State. This 
State Milk Commission which by express provision is high- 
ly political in its nature would not only fix the price which 
producers shall receive for the milk and the price that 
distributors shall charge the public for it but it would 
also have power to enforce its orders, directions, and 
regulations through a provision that violation of the same 
shall be a misdeameanor punishable by a fine of $500.00 
or a year in prison for each offense, or both. The adoption 
of the report and its enactment into law would give to 
three political appointees power and control over two 
billion dollars worth of property, with power to fix the 
prices upon the products of such property. This would 
destroy the law of supply and demand and establish a reg- 
ulated market for the products which the farmer selis 
while everything that he buys in the way of supplies, 
labor, food, clothing, etc., would be unregulated, the prices 
being determined by the law of supply and demand. From 
the standpoint of the consumer also the plan would be 
disastrous because the first thing they would be up against 
would be a milk famine as it is not conceivable that 
farmers and dairymen would continue to produce milk 
under any such a plan. 

The only gleam of light in connection with the whole 
report is the possibility that this milk commission of 
political appointees would make a thorough investigation 
into the cost of producing milk and of distributing it to 
the consumer and that after they have determined those 
legitimate costs they would have the courage to fix a 
price that would cover those items. The whole plan, how- 
ever, is so preposterous and so disappointing from the 
standpoint of what might have been accomplished had 
this committee discarded politics and treated the problem 
as an industrial and economic one, that it is certain to 
gain little real consideration from the hands of the New 
York legislature. As a precautionary measure, however, 
we would suggest that our readers in New York State 
take the trouble to write their State Senators and Assembly- 
men and tell them just what they think of his effort to try 
a socialistic experiment with one of the State’s greatest 
industries. 
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Developing Southern Resources 


OST of the Southern States now have formed or 
Mee forming organizations for the development wi: 

their natural resources. It is significant that most 
of these organizations have a keen realization of the 
importance of the part which live stock growing is to 
occupy in building up and in making the most of the 
natural resources of that great territory. This attitude 
is well illustrated by a recent communication from the 
Southern Settlement Association which is planning to 
devote particular attention to bringing before the live- 
stock interests of the country the opportunities and possi- 
bilities of the South. This organization is planning to 
have field men who will go into the Northern and Wes- 
tern cattle and sheep territories for the purpose of inter- 
esting experienced and progressive livestock men in com- 
ing down into the Southern territory on tours of inspection 
where they can observe conditions at first hand. It is the 
belief of those who are back of the project that the natural 
resources and advantages of climate, ete., will so appeal to 
these men from the north and west that they will want to 
locate in the south, thus helping to build up the prosperity of 
that section at the same time they are making good for them- 
selves. They are planning to bring down into this terri- 
tory the officers and leading men in the various pureb ed 
cattle Associations so that they may have accuiate 
knowledge of their conditions and be able to co-operate 
with the Southern officials more effectively. The _ state- 
ment is made that in these Southern States there are be- 
tween two and three hundred million acres of idle land 
that should be profitably engaged in raising livestock and 
field, farm, orchard and garden crops. 

Important as this project undoubtedly is in the ad- 
vancement of the Southern territory and perhaps of the 
entire country agriculturally and industrially, it is our 
belief that the great opportunity for development and 
advancement lies right in the South today and that is 
through the educaticn of the men who are already farming 
these Southern lands. Diversified farming and greater at- 
tention to animal husbandry has wrought a great change 
in Southern agriculture during the past few years, but 
there is still great room for improvement and develop- 
ment. There is woeful lack of knowledge of how to take 
eare of heavv producing dairy animals and the crying 
need is for education in methods of handling and feeding 
dairy cows. There is no section of the country that is 
making greater progress along dairy lines today than the 
South, but in our opinion the greatest permanent gain will 
be made if the transition from small general farming to 
dairving is accompanied by sufficient education so that 
their knowledge of up-to-date dairy farming will not all be 
learned through bitter experience. 





Your Business Library 
Tn successful man in any business is the man who 


knows what he is doing, who is posted about his work 

and the best methods of carrying it on. From time to 
time as we have opportunity to go through the list of 
valuable reference works for the Holstein breeders we 
are going to present brief reviews of those that appeal to 
us as being especially valuable and we are going to try 
to present the information in such a way that our readers 
will be able to determine for themselves whether or not 
the book in question would be a worth while addition to 
their own library. 

First of all the Holstein man should have his breed 
paper and a careful selection of dairy and general farm 
papers. These are a necessity if he is to keep abreast with 
the progress of his business. Next he should have as 
nearly a complete set of herd books of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America as he can get together and a 
complete set of the Blue Books. This foundation is so 
fundamental that we will not attempt to discuss it further 
in this connection, but will proceed to give a brief review 
of another book that deserves a place in the library of 
every Holstein man.

DAIRY CATTLE AND MILK PRODUCTION 
By C. H. Eckles. 


This profusely illustrated book of about 340 pages treats 
the subject in a very practical manner, every statement 
being based on practical experience or careful experimen- 
tation. Chapter one is of an introductory nature and deals 
with the importance of dairy farming, its advantages and 
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its place in a system of permanent agriculture. Chapter 
two forms the groundwork for the later discussion by 
describing the origin of the domesticated cattle and mak- 
ing a classification of the breeds. Special attention is de- 
yoted in chapter three to the dairy type of the cow and 
then follows an exposition of the characteristics of the 
different ‘breeds of dairy cattle and a brief history of 
the origin and achievements of each. In the discussion of 
the problems arising in forming a dairy herd the author 
takes into consideration choice of breed which should be 
made on the basis of conditions in that particular locality, 
markets, ete., also the preponderent breed in the locality. 
Following these general considerations comes the discus- 
sion of the selection of the individual cow, emphasis be- 
ing laid upon the importance of proper selection and sug- 
gestions for making them satisfactorily. Record and pedi- 
gree is to be taken into consideration as well as charac- 
teristics of type and conformation. The selection of the 
herd bull is given a separate chapter which gives much 
interesting data proving the importance of the bull in 
building up a profitable dairy herd. Figures are based on 
actual experiments in the herd in the University of Mis- 
souri through a long period of years and are most illumin 
ating as showing the value and importance of prepotency 
in a sire. Accepted methods of care and management of 
the bull are also given special attention. The chapter on 
calf raising gives data on birth weights for the different 
breeds, normal rate of growth, comparative value of whole 
and skimmed milk for growing calves and practical meth- 
ods of handling. Particular attention is devoted to raising 
calves without skimmed milk and to calf diseases and 
their symptoms. One of the most interesting chapters of 
the whole book relates to the development of the heifer 
from weaning to freshening. The chapter presents a sum- 
mary of data taken from questionnaires embodying ex- 
periences of about 300 breeders. The following questions 
which are answered through the experiences of these 300 
breeders are significant. 1. Is a superior or inferior cow 
born or made? 2. May a dairy cow be injured by being al- 
lowed to become too fat while young? 3. Are there any 
feeds that should be especially avoided for the growing 
heifer? 4. How would you proceed if you wanted to develop 
a specially large animal? 

The chapter devoted to the management of dairy cattle 
is full of practical suggestions that have been proven by 
experience. They deal with the fine points of dairy cattle 
management that may mean the difference between success 
and failure in conducting a dairy herd. The subject of 
feeding and details of care and management is handled 
in a very understandable manner with particular reference 
to soiling crops and to stable and barn construction, ven- 
tilation, etc. The concluding chapter deals with some 
common ailments of cattle with instructions for home 
treatment. 

The book is published by the Macmillan Company and 
is one of a series of practical books for the modern dairy- 
man. The price is $1.75 and it can be secured by address- 
ing the Editorial Department of the Holstein-Friesian 
World.

HE New Zealand scene shown on the cover this 

week was taken at Cluny Friesian Farm, Trentham, 

New Zealand, the home of one of the best herds of 
black and whites in that country. The farm is located on 
the bank of the Hutt River, and is owned by G. A. Troup, 
H. McKay, and C. S. Moore, all prominent business men in 
Wellington, New Zealand, which is located about 18 miles 
from Trentham. As the owners of the farm are all in 
business, the farm and herd are operated by a manager, 
but Mr. Troup, one of the owners, is responsible for the 
breeding operations. Readers of the World may remem- 
ber that a story of this herd was published December 20, 
at which time we showed pictures of several members of 
the herd that were winners at the Palmerston Winter 
Show, and at other fairs of New Zealand. Climatic con- 
ditions in that country are such that three crops a year 
can be raised, and the cows run out at pasture all the year 
round, which of course is the reason for what we in the 
United States would consider very inadequate farm build- 
ings. This herd of producers is headed by Woodcrest 
Hengerveld Mechthilde, who is a_ son of Pietje 22d 
Son, from a dam with a record of 809 Ibs. butter in a year. 
Much of the stock in the herd is descended from animals 
imported directly from Holland to New Zealand, while 
some of it comes from the United States and Canada.

NINE REASONS FOR MAKING RECORDS 


1. They enable the dairyman to feed each cow according 
to the quantity of milk she produces. 

2. They form the only basis on which a dairy herd can 
be improved. The time is here when no dairyman will buy 
a herd bull whose dam does not have an authentic record, 
showing creditable milk and butter fat production. 

8 Records alone will sell cows when no other quality 
will. Grade cows with records can be sold for from 25 to 
50 per cent more than those without records. 

4. A system of records is the first step in building up 
a herd. The unprofitable cows are the most expensive. 
Their heifer calves are usually low producers, and should 
not be raised. 

5. Records stimulate better feeding and breeding. The 
dairyman who feeds a balanced ration, becomes interested 
in winter dairying, which has numerous advantages over 
breeding cows to freshen in the spring. 

6. The weighing of the feed and milk keeps the owner 
in close touch with the daily condition of each cow. 

7. Records stimulate better milking. Milk scales serve as 
a check on the milker, and induce him to milk-the cows 
more thoroughly than when the milk is not weighed. 

8. A knowledge of what each unimal is doing develops 
personal pride and interest in the herd. 

9. Finally, records make dairying a business proposi- 
tion, and in various incidental ways mean more to the 
man who milks.

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Langlade County (Wis.) Breeders to 
Improve Herds.

Donald Wilson, who is of Rush City, 
Minn., and who is well known to Hol- 
stein breeders of that state through 
his work as County Agent of Chisago 
county, has been offered a_ position 
on the force of extension workers of 
the Minnesota State Association, ana 
has resigned his position as county 
agent. He will thus be able to extend 
the scope of his services to Holstein 
breeders, and spread the Holstein 
gospel throughout the great state of 
Minnesota. As Mr. Wilson’s' work 
will require that he be travelling a 
great deal of the time, his family will 
remain at Rush City. His many 
friends of Chisago County wish him 
all success in his new work. 


Another Beginner Makes Good 


Some very gratifving results for his 
first attempt at official testing have 
been reported by Thomas H. Mettler 
of East Millstone, N. J., who sends in 
the following record. Finderne Adelina 
Beryl Wayne 2nd produced 555.6 Ibs. 
milk containing 26.08 lbs. butter in 7 
days, and 48.14 ]bs. butter from 1033.- 
4 lbs. milk in 14 days. Her average test 
for the week was 3.75 per cent and 
for the two weeks 3.72 per cent. She 
is a daughter of King Pontiac Henger- 
veld Boon and made her record at full 
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age. The other record reported was 


made by Josie De Kol Hengerveld 
Segis, who is a daughter of Gem Segis 
Beets, and hence a granddaughter o1 
King Segis. Her figures are given as 
22.01 lbs. butter from 583.3 Ibs. milk 
in 7 days, and 40.68 lbs. butter from 
1094.1 lbs. milk in 14 days. Both are 
described as beautiful individuals and 
both show great promise of increasing 
their records later. In commenting 
upon these records, Irving D. Miller, 
supervisor of official testing in New 
Jersey remarks that the large milk 
flow shown with normal fat test makes 
the records valuable as_ indicating 
true dairy value. These are the kind 
of cows that can keep going right 
along. 


Dodge County Grades Go to Minnesota 


The breeders of Dodge County, Wis., 
have recently shipped a carload of 
grade Holsteins to Minnesota, this 
being the second such shipment to be 
made. The 18 head sold brought an 
average of $220 each, the prices rang- 
ing from $185 to $300. Nine of the 
best ones averaged $250 each. One 
of the cows dropped twin heifer calves 
shortly after arriving at their destina- 
tion proving, as one Wisconsin paper 
put it, that Dodge County Holsteins 
try their best to please.

The leading cow in all the testing 
associations of the state of Kansas for 
the month of December, was Bessie De 
Kol Walker, owned by Ira Romig, of 
Shawnee County cow testing assocta- 
tion No. 1. This cow produced during 
December, 85.5 Ibs. butter fat from 
2656 7 Ibs. milk. which is believed by 
Ccunty Agent F. O. Blecha, to be the 
hest month'v cow testing association 
vacevd ever made in Kansas. Some 
‘sdustrious statistician writing in a 
Teneka, Kansas. newspaper. computed 
thet if the 23,747,000 milking cows in 
the United States were as heavy pro- 
ducers as Bessie, their annual yield 
wou'd fill a tumbler with a base equal 
in area to the grounds of the Topeka 
sta‘e house—four blocks square—to 
a depth of approximately five miles. 
While we have not yet taken the time 
to check these figures, it is certain 
that Bessie’s record is a very excep- 
tional one. Mr. Romig also leads his 
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association as the owner of the highest 
producing herd, his 16 Holsteins 
averaging 59.8 lbs. of butter fat from 
1814.8 lbs. milk. The best cow in the 
herd, of course, is Bessie, who by the 
way, is only a 4-year-old heifer. She 
has a 7-day record of 568.4 lbs. milk 
containing 22.7 lbs. butter, or an 
average of over 81 lbs. milk in a day 
for a week. As a 2-year-old, she gave 
a slight indication of her ability by 
producing 13500 Ibs. milk containing 
504 Ibs. butter. 


Los Angeles County Increasing Herd 


The County supervisors of Los 
Angeles County, Cal., have found the 
milk supply from their dairy herd of 
90 cows to be inadequate to the needs 
of the county, and accordingly Super- 
visor, J. H. Bean and W. R. Harriman, 
manager of the county farm, recently 
took a trip to Arizona to purchase at 
least 30 registered Holsteins to add to 
the county farm herd. The super- 
visors appropriated 7500 for this 
purpose. The milk from the herd will 
supply the county hospital, the county 
farm, and new tubercular sanitarium 
to be opened at Sylmar, and it also 
goes to the juvenile hall, and to a 
home for young women near Sylmar. 
The county also hopes to have milk 
enough to be able to establish outdoor 
relief bureaus where they can sell 
milk to poor people at a nominal cost. 


A Holstein Victory in Broome County 


The January report of the cow test- 
ing association of Broome County, N. 
Y., emphasizes once more the super- 
iority of the Holstein cow as an 
economical producer of milk and but- 
ter, the leading herd for the month 
being the pure bred Holstein herd ot 
Elmer E. and Arthur W. Horton of 
Hooper, N. Y., whose 12 head had the 
highest average for both milk and but- 
ter fat for the month in the associa- 
tion. Individual honors went to 
Beatrice Korndyke De Kol with a 
production of 1557 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 66.8 lbs. butter fat. Out of the 
475 cows in the association, this rec- 
ord stood highest for both fat and 
milk

WEST MICHIGAN HOLSTEIN BREEDERS HOLD AN- 
NUAL MEETING AND BANQUET 


The annual meeting of the West Michigan Holstein 
Breeders’ Association was held in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building in Grand Rapids, Michigan, on Tuesday, 


February 10, 1920. 

The meeting was called to order by the Secretary W. 
R. Harper in view of the fact that the President of the 
Association, H. KE. Rising of Woodland, Michigan, was 
spending the winter in the South and the Vice-President, 
Dr. A. J. Patterson, was confined to his home by illness. 
A nomination was asked for chairman for the day and 
M. W. Willard of Grand Rapids was nominated and elected 
chairman of the meeting. The minutes of the December 
meeting were read and approved. 

A motion was made and carried that Chairman Willard 
appoint the usual committees on nominations and resolu- 
tions. Chairman Willard then appointed Frank D. Cutler of 
Wayland, John M. Tobin of Allegan and John C. Buth ot 
Grand Rapids as a committee on nominations and Robert 
Montieth of Martin, E. W. Ruehs of Lake Odessa and H. 
A. Washburn of Moline as a committee on resolutions. 

Frank !). Cutler of Wayland then gave an interesting 
talk on “Holsteins in Virginia and Things of Interest that 
I saw on my recent trip there.” 

A general discussion followed after which the meeting 
was adjourned for the noon recess. 

The afternoon meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Willard, and the Secretary and Treasurer’s annual report 
was read and accepted by a vote of the association. 

John C. Buth then reported for the committee on 
nominations, and the following named breeders were 
placed on nomination and elected officers of the West 
Michigan Association for 1920. 

President, F. D. Cutler, Wayland, Mich.; Vice-President, 
Ernest Ruehs, Lake Odessa, Mich.; Secretary-Treasurer, 
W. R. Harper, Middleville, Mich.; Executive Committee, 
Louis A. Yerington, Ross, Mich., John M. Tobin, Allegan, 
Mich., John N. Parks, Coopersville, Mich., Arthur Clarke, 
Alto, Mich. and Robert Montieth, Martin, Mich. 

An interesting and instructive talk was then given by 
Prof. A. C. Anderson from the Department of Dairy Hus- 


bandry of the Mich. Agricultural College of East Lansing, 
on “Writing Holstein History for Michigan and Suggestions 
for the Good of the Breed.” 

A general discussion of this subject followed. 

Ernest Ruehs, Supt. of Lakeside Dairy, Lake Odessa, 
Mich., followed with a talk which was very interesting 
to the breeders present on “Doing the Unusual: Making 
Three A. R. O. Seven-Day Butter Records of Over Thirty- 
two Pounds of Butter at the same time, and the Way We 
Ked and Cared for These Cows While Under Test.” 

Mr. Ruehs had recently done an unusual thing by hav- 
ing three cows under test in December at the same time 
that made A. R. O. sevenday butter records of 32.32 
pounds, 33.14 pounds, and 34.53 pounds. 

A general discussion followed on the best methods of 
fitting and caring for Holstein cows before freshening and 
during tests for advanced registry. 

Secretary W. H. Harper then outlined plans for the 
West Michigan Holstein Breeders’ Annual May = § anu 
October consignment sales, and suggested the dates of May 
11 and October 14 for these sales. 

A motion was then made and carried that the West 
Michigan sales for 1920 be held on Mav 11 and October 14, 
and that W. R. Harper be the Sales Manager for these two 
sales. 

A motion was then made and carried that all cattle con 
signed to these two sales shouid be in their stalls in the 
cattle barns on the West Michigan State Fair grounds at 
least 24 hours before the sale, and that all cattle going initio 
these two sales should be inspected the day before the sale 
by the Sales Committee, and all undesirable animals re- 
jected for the sale and ordered removed from the cattle 
sheds. 

A motion was then made and carried that W. R. Harper, 
Sales Manager be empowered to choose four breeders to 
act as the other members of the sales committee. 

The report of the Resolution Committee was then 
called for and Robert Montieth, the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee, offered the following resolutions which were unani- 
mously adopted. 

The resolutions committee of 
present their report as follows: 

(1) Resolved that this association believes most heartily 
in the doing of those things which will enable us to make 
our motto “Honesty and Progress,” a safeguard to all our 
dealings, believing as we do that it is impossible for the 
West Michigan Holstein Breeders Association to grow 
and prosper when certain members of this association are 
knocking the other breeders and their cattle. 

(2) We condemn the practice of certain members of 
this association telling prospective buyers of Holstein 
cattle that other breeders’ herd sires are not good, and that 
cattle offered by other breeders at public or private sale 
are not desirable, and that they themselves have cattle for 
sale that are much more desirable and of better quality. 

(3) We heartily endorse the seven and thirty day test, 
and condemn the practice of some of our big breeders in 
their endeavors to discard the short time test, but wish to 
record as 


this association hereby 


go on favoring both the short and long time 
tests. 
(4) We further endorse resolution five which was 


adopted by the Michigan State Farm Bureau at their an- 
nual meeting, namely, “That this organization assist. in 
an attempt to remedy the milk producing and distributing 
conditions in Michigan with the intention of determining 
more definitely the cost of production, and that milk and 
its products be paid for on a quality basis as well as but- 
ter fat content, and that due publicity be given to milk and 
Its products as a necessity in the diet of children: and 
that we further insist that the producers have as much 
right to a voice in determining weight and test of their 
products as the manufacturer and distributor.” 

(5) We recognize the importance of continuing both 
spring and fall sales, and urge the cooperation of all mem- 
bers in our efforts to secure consignments for these sales. 

(6) We wish to extend our most hearty appreciation 
of the untiring efforts of the officers and members of the 
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sales committee in their earnest endeavors in managing 
the two sales during the past year, and carrying on all 
businsss successfully. 

President Lyman A. Lillie of the West Michigan Stave 
Fair, who was present at this meeting, was then asked 
for the exclusive use of the cattle barns on the West 
Michigan State Fair grounds at the time of these sales, 
and for the use of one of the other buildings for a sale 
pavilion for holding a sale privileges were 
granted by President Lillie. 

A general discussion of the best methods for regulating 
these coming sales and the keeping out of undesirable cat- 
tle followed, after which the meeting was adjourned until 
7:30, the hour at which the annual banquet of the associa- 
tion was to be held. At 7:30 the members of the associa- 
tion met at the Chamber of Commerce building, where an 
excellent banquet was served which was followed by a very 
interesting program.

detrimental influences at work to pul

do business. This would bring to- 
gether from one to three repre- 
sentatives of the various associa- 
tions and granges representing 
say, the ranchmen, the dry lot 
feeder, grain producer, the drover, 
the dairymen, the distributor, 


stockyards interests, packer, the whole- 
saler, the laborer, both organized and 
unorganized, and the _  con- 
sumer. This committee to find 
proven costs of production, of 
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could it be when those who have the 
foresight and wisdom to store season- 
able products at a time of plenty and 
stand the risk of shrinkage, declining 
market and spoilage in holding them 
against seasonable shortages were 
forced in the shake out raid on cold 
storage plants to market these pro- 
ducts out of season and on unwilling 
buyers. 

How else could it be when live stock 
producers woke up to these conditions 
and started counting their losses 
forced upon them, many of them 
ruined, others crippled with many of 
them determined to restrict operations 
or go out of business entirely. The 
quickest turn towards proving the un- 
wisdom of a public policy of this kind 
has already shown itself in the price of 
fresh eggs which are retailing in Buffa- 
lo from $1.00 to $1.10 per dozen. 

At our poultry fattening plant we 
are killing over a thousand head of 
chickens per day for distribution and 
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If then on the breeding end the 
shrewd, practical farseeing dairyman 
gets a thousand dollars for a calf 
which is the result of his best efforts

NEW ZEALANDERS OPPOSE GOV- 
ERNMENT CONTROL 

There is a strong conviction 
amongst influential dairy people and 
exporting agents that the Government 
intends to again commandeer dairy 
produce during the coming season, 
says New Zealand dairymen. 

This feeling was expressed by Mr. 
W. Goodfellow, general manager of the 
New Zealand Dairy Company, at a 
meeting of the South Auckland Dairy 
Association at Hamilton recently. The 
speaker had, he said, just returned 
from Wellington, where he had con- 
ferred with various people on the mat- 
ter and had found a general impres- 
sion among exporters that it was the 
intention of the Government to again 
take over the dairy output. Mr. 
oodfellow thought that as the Imper- 
ial Government had a big quantity of 
cheese on hand the Government would 
not worry too much about this com- 
modity, but he (Mr. Goodfellow) would 
certainly not agree to hand over the 
butter to the Government in future. 
He thought the butter producers 
should take up a very definite stand 
in the matter, and that a meeting 
should be convened as early as pos- 
sible, with the object of making some 
combined definite stand. The com- 
panies should go ahead and arrange 
their credits and make all other nec- 


essary trade arrangements for open 
market sales. 
The meeting was unanimous that 


any attempt at Government purchase 
should be combatted, and it was de- 
cided to ask the National Dairy Asso- 
ciation to call a meeting of dairy rep- 
resentatives to further discuss the 
matter. 


AVONDALE FARM NEWS NOTES 


Besides the world’s championships 
and Canadian championships that we 
have been reporting as being broken 
by Avondale Farm Holsteins recently, 
we can also report a few news notes 
from that place’ that are almost 
equally interesting, although less 
sensational. A number of 30-lb.  rec- 
ords are now in process, including 
Belle De Kol Pontiac 2d, who as a 
38-year-old is passing the 30-lb. mark. 
She is a daughter of Woodcrest Sir 
Clyde, and last year she made a 25-lb. 
record at barely 24 months old. An- 
other good one is Sadie Rauwerd Hill- 
crest, with 31.79 lbs. butter. Her best 
7 day’s milk, which however, does not 
coincide with her best 7 days for but- 
ter, is given as 607.9 Ibs. 

It is also reported that Belle Model 
Pietje has freshened, dropping a very 
promising bull calf sired by Champion 
Echo Sylvia Pontiac. This youngster 
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is therefore a full brother to the twins 
that sold for $8000 a piece at the 
Philadelphia sale last June, one of 
them going to the Texas Syndicate, 
headed by Dr. Lewis Crabb, of Ft. 
Worth and the other going to Traverse 
City State Hospital in Michigan. The 
dam will be remembered as breaking 
the Canadian record for junior 3-year- 
olds with 33.63 Ibs., a record that has 
been exceeded by only one other heifer 
in Canada in that class, and by a 
margin of than one-tenth per 
pound. She came back as a junior 4- 
year-old with 36.12 Ibs., which record 
is exceeded only by that of her sister, 
Lady Waldorf Pietje, both being 
daughters of Prince Hengerveld Pietje. 
As a mature cow, she made a record 
of 35.89 Ibs. butter in 7 days, and 143.51 
Ibs. in 30 days, and as her junior pro- 
duction was 21.91 lbs., this gives her 
an average for four records, three of 
them in heifer form, of 31.89 lbs. Her 
bull, sired by “Champion”, Avondale 
Farms’ great son of May Echo Sylvia, 
would have an average for dam and 
sire’s dam of over 38.5 lbs. his two 
nearest dams having together made 10 
records that average 33.34 lbs. each. 

As has already been = announced, 
May Echo Sylvia, Avondale Farms’ 
world’s champion milk producer, is in 
calf to a son of the twice 37-lb cow, 
Belle Model Johanna 2d, sired by 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac. An 
examination by a veterinary of this 
wonderful cow, has revealed the fact 
that she is carrying twins, and as these 
twins will have practically 100 per 
cent the same breeding as Carnation 
King Sylvia, the $106,000 
owner is naturally hoping 
the twins will be bulls.

DANGER IN MILKING MACHINE 
CLEANSERS 


Studies made at the Geneva Experi- 
ment Station and observations made 
by the station under practical farm 
conditions show that the directions 
for sterilizing milking machine parts 
usually given by firms putting cleaning 
compounds on the market are unsat- 
isfactory and if followed are almost 
certain to cause trouble in producing 
a high grade milk. At the present 
time, several of these commercial dis- 
infectants are being actively pushed 
in the state; these are all similar in 
nature, being known to chemists as 
hypochlorites; some of them are the 
so-called sodium hypochlorite and 
others the calcium hypochlorite. 

Solutions of hypocholorites, much 
stronger than those recommended, are 
found to be ineffective in sterilizing 
the rubber tubing in warm weather 
because the strength of the solution 
is exhausted in attacking the rubber. 


while the bacteria are not killed. 
Strong solutions, moreover, attach 
solder, and various other alloys ana 


metals used in the teat cups. Thus, 
even when the solutions appear to be 
in good condition they may be very 
unsatisfactory. Carlessness in re- 
newing the solutions also produces 
conditions which are worse than those 
produced where no disinfectants are 
used. 


Combined Solution Best 


The most satisfactory way to avoid 
these troubles is to use a combined 


bull, her 
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brine and hypochlorite solution. Brine 
alone will keep milking machine tubes 
in better condition than any hpyo- 
chlorite solution used alone; _ but 
brines are preservatives rather than 
active disinfectants and can be im 
proved by adding enough of a relative 
ly weak solution of hypochlorite to 
sterilize the brine. In this way, ser- 
ious corrosion of metal parts may be 
avoided, the expense of the solution is 
lessened, and, better vet, the solution 
does not spoil through frequent re 
moval of hypochlorite. 

Brines do not freeze, 
strength through 
atures. 

The best container for this brine and 
hypochlorite solution is a 20 or 30 
gallon earthenware crock. Metal or 
wooden containers should not be used 
for hypochlorite solutions; they take 
the strength out of the solutions quick- 
ly. 

Dairymen frequently ask how often 
the brine and hypochlorite solution 
needs changing. A _ solution of this 
sort never becomes bad if the hypv- 
chlorite solution is added once a week 
according to directions. Even if this 
is neglected, the solution will never 
become foul, as happens with solutions 
which do not contain brine. Under 
practical conditions, however, some 
sediment will accumulate in the crocks 
in which the tubes are kept, making it 
necessary to change the solution occa- 
sionally.

Keep Solution Clean 


if a man is careless and gets dirt 
into the jar frequently, this may need 
to be done as often as once a day. 
If a man is careful and keeps the 
solution clean this need not be done 
more frequently than once a_ year. 
Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
on this fact: A solution which re- 
quires constant changing under the 
best conditions is a poor solution to 
use, as it will make trouble sooner or 


later. 
The difficulties presented above 
have been taken up with manufac- 


tures of hypochlorite disinfectants 
and some have already changed their 
directions for milking machines so as 
to recommend the use of brine as the 
fundamental solution. 

Many of the 10,000 or more dairy- 
men in the state who are using milk- 
ing machines have been unknowingly 
putting a poor quality of milk on the 
market because they do not under- 
stand the properties and limitations 
of disinfectants. Protests against ac- 


cepting this poor milk are becoming 
more and more frequent. Dairymen 
using machines should make sure, 


therefore, that they are following good 
methods, otherwise, the dairy industry 
will receive another setback through 
propaganda directed against milking 
machine users. Additional informa- 
tion giving methods found successful 
in the vicinity of the Geneva Station 
will be gladly given on application to 
the station.—Robert S. Breed, Geneva 
Experiment Station—Farm Bureau 
News.

The Daughters of Homestead. 

The first daughters of Homestead to 
be developed were at the Emblagaard 
Dairy.

The produc- 
ing ability of these daughters became 
more noticeable when 2 of them com- 
pleted their 3-year-old records with 
more than 23 lbs. butter in 7 days.

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More Letters on the Test Question 


DATA ON THE TEST QUESTION 
Editor World: 

The statement has been made by 
correspondents in the World that the 
long time test work was only a rich 
man’s game. Now is this true, any 
more than that a big reserve of money 
and what it will buy helps towards suc- 
cess in any business? 

Vol. 30 of the recently published Ad- 
vanced Register Year Book, common- 
ly called the Blue Book, lists 45 ant- 
mals with records of 40 lb. or more. 
There are 46 accepted records above 
the 40 lb. mark as Ormsby Jane Segis 
Aaggie was credited with twice ea- 
ceeding 32 lb. of fat in a week. We 
may leave out the four not yet ac- 
cepted as well as the Canadian 51-lb. 
cow’s record as this has not yet been 
accepted by our Advanced Registry 
office. Also, until the legality of the 
Cabana records is decided by the 
courts and the Board of Directors we 
need not consider them. This leaves 
us with 33 of the records in question 
divided among the states as follows:

When we consider whether owners 
or herdsmen handled these cows when 
they were on test I think most of us 
meet with a little surprise. 

The three lowa records are those ot 
Nancy Lucy Hengerveld of the Max- 
well Farms, Lady Mutual Friend and 
Miss Pietertje Alexina 2d, owned by 
Hargrove and Arnold. Mr. Maxwell 
was too busy in his Chicago box fac- 
tory to handle cows and Mr. Cundiff 
has always had the credit of caring 
for the Hargrove and Arnold animals. 

Of the New Jersey trio, Mabel Segis 
Korndyke, the first 40-lb. 4-year-old, 
was cared for by Warren Brill, son 
of EK. C. Brill and so he may pe called 
an owner. Mr. Bernhard Meyer did not 
handle the first 40-lb. cow, Valdessa 
Scott 2d, nor did Mr. Anderson his Jo- 
hanna De Kol van Beers. 

Mr. Smiley, who is a banker, owned 
both the two South Dakota cows and 
that lets him off. No one thinks that 
Dr. Work fed and cared for his two in 
the list nor that Mr. Pelletier handled 
Wandermere Belle Hengerveld in her 
record breaking stunt. So much for 
Colorado and Michigan. 

The Nebraska champion, Niva Kal- 
muck, was cared for by Henry Stubbe, 
farm manager for Dr. Davis and I hap- 
pened to be present when this cow 
was making her record. Any old farm 
barn has all the advantages given this 
cow except the skill of her caretaker, 
while I believe it froze steadily for a 
week in her stable, as it was during 
the coldest spell of the stinging win- 
ter of early 1918. 


The Bridgford Company owned 
Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid when 
she made 41.02 lb. butter and a herds- 
man handled her. 

Tilly Aleartra has been the property 
of the Morrises ever since she fresh- 
ened and while Frank Morris may have 
cared for her on test, I never heard 
that he did and am assuming that he 
did not. Remember that Mr. Frank 
Morris is a member of the Associa- 
tion Board of Directors as are Mr. bh. 
C. Schroeder and Mr. H. F. Du Pont, 
owners respectively of Bess Burke 
Ormsby and Bess Johanna Ormsby, 
Minnesota’s and Delaware’s contri- 
butions to the list. 

We cannot blame the Schroeder and 
DuPont cows’ records to their owners 
nor the record of the Massachusetts 
representative, Rag Apple Aaggie Co- 
lantha, to her owner, Mr. D. W. Field. 
These three business men had to del- 
egate to others the milking of their 
great cows as did Mr. Hardy that of 


the Canadian Champion, May Echo 
Sylvia. 


Not including the records made at 
Pine Grove Farms, fifteen 40-lb. rec- 
ords are credited to New York State. 
This seems a tremendous proportion 
until we remember that the Empire 
State owns the greatest number of 
Holsteins and from the number or 
supervisors employed I believe a great- 
er proportion of New York Holsteins 
have been tested so that she should 
have the greater number. 

The first 40-lb. New York State rec- 
ord was that of K P Pontiac Lass, 
fed and cared for by her owner, 
Francis M. Jones. Those of us who 
knew him know that the late Quentin 
McAdam did not milk his two in the 
charmed circle nor did Mr. Linn Kinne 
his Otego Valley Christmas Belle nor 
did Senator Fancher the 46-lb. four- 
year-old, Fancher Farm Maxie. Mr. 
John Vaughn has, in the minds of the 
general public, been credited with 
handling his 42-lb. heifer Idleaze Pon- 
tiac Lass and I believe he did. 

The Tietje Queen family add three 
to our number, all handled by one of 
the sons of the senior partner himself 
a part owner. Abbott and Clark are 
responsible for the other six all 
handled by the junior member of that 
firm. 


Then, outside of New York State, 
we find only one cow in iS handled 
by an owner when she was making 


her 40-lb. official seven-day butter rec- 
ord. In New York, not considering the 
Cabana records which we know were 
not made personally by Mr. Cabana, 
there are fifteen of which four cows, 
owned by three different men, were 
handled by herdsmen and eleven by 
four different owners. , 


Now I just want to leave a few 
questions for your readers to think 
over. 


First: Are Morris, Schroeder and Du 
Pont, who each have had a cow make 
a 40-lb. seven-day butter record, very 
much prejudiced against seven-day 
records? 

Second: Is the making of large year 
records a rich man’s game any more 
than the making of large seven-day 
records?

Third: 40-lb. seven-day butter rec- 
ords now listed in the Blue Book were 
made in eleven different states and in 
Canada. “Can anyone” and I repeat 
this, “CAN ANYONE really believe a 
majority of these records were not on 
the square?” 

Fourth: What is the limit of a Hol- 
stein cow’s producing cayacity, either 
in short time or long time test? 

Fifth: Wouldn’t it be better for our 
breeders, instead of saying and writing 
that they couldn’t do this and couldn't 
do that, and that the other fellow 
wasn’t fair, to try out both kinds o1 
tests, keeping strict account of the 
cost and results of each and then give 
the newer and prospective tLreeders 
some practical data to work by, for, 
so far, no one has offered figures in 
support of their contentions and have 
only made assertions.

Editor World: 

Before discussing the proper test 
for admitting cows to our Advanced 
Registry we should consider what 
should be the primary and major aim 
of the Advanced Registry System. I 
believe that it should be to maintain 
and improve the good qualities of our 
breed. Also I believe that the main 
effort of each breeder should be for 
this same improvement. This is the 
foundation. Advertising, selling and 
financial returns arethe superstruc- 
ture and should always be secondary 
and minor. 

I am a small breeder, milk my own 
cows, pitch my own hay, ete. The iu 
come from milk sold is the chief 
source of our family support. Among 
the breeders of my acquaintance a 
large number are in similar circum- 
stances. I am confident that many 
of them have high ideals in their 
breeding operations, higher than they 
often publicly proclaim. One of them 
recently was offered a large price for 
a bunch of heifers that he had bred. 
He refused the offer although it was 
more than he could figure them worth 
to him as a business proposition. He 
enjoyed owning and seeing these beau- 
tiful animals. He felt that he could 
afford that much luxury. Besides he 
wanted to go on and breed them, hop- 
ing toraise still finer ones with the just 
possible chance of a greater financial 
reward away ahead. Many of us have 
the aspiration to breed a truly great 
family of Holsteins. We would take 
great pride in it and we feel that our 
sons would honor us for it. I like the 
story of Jonas Webb, the great Eng- 
lish Southdown breeder, who all his 
life sold little but wool and mutton. 
Yet when old age forced him to sell 
his flock it brought $60,000.00. 

Now, if we have some such aims fo. 
our herds or our breed as a whole, 
we must use our Advanced Registry 
System as fairly as we can to sort out 
our best animals. Each of us who aims 
to be a real breeder should use the 
best and most thorough test that his 
circumstances will permit. Personally 
I live among practical dairymen and 
say in my letter heading that I “am 
trying to show the merits of my cows 
by records under most practical farm 
conditions.” So I never had_ the

“nerve” to dry my cows off and fatten 
them up for a seven-day record. Still 
I cannot deny that much of our breeds 
advancement has been due to this test. 
Late years in many instances it has 
degenerated into a sporting game and 
in such cases has been a real detri- 
ment to the Advanced Registry Sys- 
tem. To my mind the 380d-day test 
with the cow freshening again within 
fourteen months is easliy our best one. 
I have entered every cow that I have 
that is fit for this test. I milk three 
times daily and must confess that I 
find it rather confining. With the 
price of labor and milk in closer ac- 
cord it would work out very nicely 
simply as a milk producing proposi- 
tion. A man sitting on a milking stool 
five or six hours a day has some time 
to think. I have frequently thought 
that many of our best cows were kept 
out of the Advanced Register because 
their owners could not milk three or 
four times per day. So I would very 
much favor making classes for two, 
three and four times a day milking 
without long time records. 

Earl J. Snyder, page 446 Holstein- 
Friesian World, has an idea on the test 
question that I call a good one. To il- 
lustrate: Given two cows each pro- 
ducing 15250 lbs. milk of the same test 
in 305 days (just 50 Ibs. each day on 
the average)—one cow giving about 50 
Ibs. each day of the test and the other 
giving 100 lbs. daily at the start and 
very little at the close—which is the 
better cow? Mr. Snyder says the uni- 
form producing cow is the better one 
because the practical farmer can get 
this yield on twice a day milking. By 
the Blue Book Record they would be 
equal, while we all know how they 
would stand by the seven-day test. 

I have weighed all the milk prv- 
duced by my cows for years and tested 
it monthly. A study of these records 
shows the weakness of the week rec- 
ord, also that the 305-day record is 
not perfect. Several of my cows have 
had years of exceptional production, 
that would be misleading as to their 
real worth. A few have had 4 per cent 
years but only one has been a lite 
time 4 per cent producer. The life- 
time record is the record of the future. 
Breeding cattle is a business for a 
man’s lifetime. Let us keep the Black 
and Whites in the lead by starting a 
large number of 305-day records as the 
foundation for life records. Put the 
305-day record in three classes, so that 
all of us little fellows may make our 
best cows A. R. O.

Another Supervisor Offers Suggestion 
Editor World: 

I have been on the road supervising 
A. R. O. records but a comparatively 
short time, about seven months all 
told. I have not, by any means 
learned all of the tricks of the trade, 
but am getting on to them as I go 
along. I have had the pleasure of 
reading the World in the most of the 
places where I have tested and have 
become intensely interested in the 
articles written by various breeders 
concerning the best methods of feeding 
test cows, and other matters pertain- 
ing to the general forward movement 
in the development of the leading 
breed of the dairy cattle, or to speak 
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plainly the Holsteins. I have been 
especially interested in the discussion 
of the test periods, as to which was the 
most desirable period to be used. 
The situation has been discussed 
from all angles. Some breeders give 
the good points only, of either the 
long or short time test, while others 
point out both the advantages and 
disadvantages, as they look at it. 
In my estimation, the seven and 
thirty day test periods are like every- 
thing else in this world. There is 
practically nothing but what has two 
sides to look at. The majority of the 
breeders look at but one side of the 
question, that being the side which 
interests them personally. During the 
short time that I have been at this 
work I have sized up the situation in 
my own way, as everyone else does. 
Concerning the seven-day test I would 
say that it is all right in its place but I 
fail to see where it comes in the term 
of the “Small breeders only salvation” 
as some one has stated. The seven-day 
test is but a forced record and does 
not show what a cow will do on the 
long run. Ordinarily, it puts them in a 
condition to consume more food, and 
with proper feeding are better fitted 
to make a good showing in the year 
test. But in some cases it does more 
harm than good. By this, I mean that 
a few cows are put in a serious con- 
dition, or perhaps will be entirely put 
out of business. I for one, would 
favor the classification of animals as 
to the number of milkings per day, as 
suggested by Mr. Upton, and have the 
305 day test as the universal test. In 
favor of the seven-day test, I recall an 
instance where it meant a great deal 
to the young breeder just starting in. 
The breeder, whom it is not necessary 
to name, is new at the game, but he 
has several of his cows running on the 
vear test. He milks them but twice 
a day and does not consider it much 
extra work to keep track of the 
weights of the milk, and the other 
work connected with it. He had one 
cow which was doing very good, con- 
sidering the fact that she had had no 
special preparation for the seven-day 
test which followed the semi-official 
test on her. What I am getting at is 
this; the seven-day record which she 
made, encourages the young breeder 
to keep at it.. The calf which he was 
intending to sell for veal, after the rec- 
ords were made could not be bought 
for many times the price of veal. As 
Mr. Honeywell said in his article: 
“Let those who want it have it. They 
pay for it.” But to come right down 
to brass tacks, the 305-day test will 
prove out just what a cow is capable 
of doing. The knowledge gained will 
more than pay for the extra work in- 
volved. The testing business would 
be greatly benefitted if the supervisors 
would put more interest in their 
work. A few of them are indifferent 
as to the responsibility which rests 
upon them. They do not realize what 
effect their carelessness has upon the 
testing business. W. S. Lyon, 
Supervisor of A. R. O.

A yearling Friesian bull and four 
yearling heifers, which have gone into 
quarantine in good condition, were 
landed in Sydney recently from the 
steamer Tahiti. The stock came to the 
order of Major E. F. Finley, of the 
Sydney University Veterinary School, 
who selected them In British Columbia, 
on his homeward journey from the 
war. The selection was made on pro- 
duction pedigrees. This valuable con- 
signment came from Vancouver, in 
charge of Mr. J. F. Simmonds, an 
Australian, who for the past six years 
has been with the Colony Holstein 
Farm, at Essondale, British Columbia, 
the largest of its kind in the American 
continent. Major Finley’s new bull, Mr. 
Simmonds states, has 33 per cent. of 
the same blood as the champion bull 
from the Carnation Stock Farm, 
Monroe, Washington, which last year 
was sold for $106,000. He also has 25 
per cent. of the same blood as the 
New Zealand champion cow, Burkeyje 
Sylvia Posch, and 33 per cent. blood 
from the Canadian champion bull 
Aaggie Cornucopia Newman. The 
cattle fared well on the voyage over, 
and are in fine condition.

CHURCH DAIRY FARM 


A Little History of Holstein Success 
From a Small Beginning 


Palatine Church Dairy Farm, 
which takes _ its name from the 
historical Palatine church built in 1770, 
and located in the center of the farm 
at Fort Plain, N. Y., is the home of a 
$10,000 herd of pure bred Holsteins 
that has been gradually built up dur- 
ing the past 15 years, by careful breed- 
ing and selection. In 1906 George W. 
Iverson, the proprietor of Palatine 
Church Farm, was the owner ol a 
good producing herd of grade  Hol- 
steins valued at perhaps $1000. In 
building up his Holstein herd, which 


now ineludes cows with year records 
up to 1100 Ibs. butter, Mr. Everson 
always bore in mind one of the 


cardinal maxims of breeding opera- 
tions, i. e.—in purchasing a _ sire 
always select one just a little better 


than the one you previously used. 


Mr. Everson’s first investment in 
pure bred Holsteins consisted of five 
heifer calves and a bull ealf, the

son to get rid of the majority of his 
grade cows and to fill up his barns 
with pure bred Holsteins. It has often 
been noticed that the ownership of a 
valuable pure bred bull is an inspira- 
tion to a breeder to get cows of equal 
quality to mate with him, and_ this 
proved to be the case at Palatine 
Church Farm. It was in 1911 that Mr.

In selecting 
a sire, he made the mistake of passing 
up an opportunity to purchase Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, then of course un- 
known, for $500, and purchased of

This bull is of course a grandson of 
the great King Segis, and also a grand- 
son of Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2nd 
who at that time had just made the 
first 37-lb. record in the world, and 
also the first record of over 1000 Ibs.

Stitts of Meeker County in the same 
state intending to purchase a dozen 
Holsteins, he was immediately shown 
so many good ones that suited him so 
well, that before he got through his 
purchase consisted of 23 head, four 
pure breds and nineteen’ grades, 
representing an investment of $4000.00. 
The animals were purchased from the 
herds of Brandt Brothers, Adolph 
Swanson, Eugene Olson, Henry Olson 
and G. F. Friday. Later Mr. Swanson 
received a wire from Mr. Ruud to add 
a pure bred bull to the consignment, 
the bull chosen being a son of Mr. 
Swanson’s herd sire and a prize winner 
at the local fair. Meeker county is be- 
coming a Holstein center but as yet 
the demand exceeds the supply. 


Another Oxford County Cow Makes 
Good 


Oxford County, Ont., Canada, which 
is famous among other things as being 
the county where Rolo Mercena De 
Kol, the only 51-lb. cow in the world 
was developed, has come forward 
again with another great producer. 
She is Riverdale Rose owned by 
Martin McDowell of Oxford Center, 
whose official production is 35.24 Ibs. 
of butter from 738.8 lbs. of milk in 
seven days and 142.21 lbs. of butter 
from 3016.4 lbs. of milk in thirty days. 
This thirty-day record is especially to 
be noted, as she averaged over 100 lbs. 
of milk a day for the entire thirty 
days, her thirty-day butter record be- 
ing nearly a pound more than 4 times 
her seven days record. Her best day’s 
milk production was 110 Ibs. She 
was bred and developed by Mr. Mc- 
Dowell, who bred practically all of his 
present high class herd, which is saia 
to include the two highest record cows 
now owned in Oxford county.

TO BECOME MILK 
BARS 


LIQUOR BARS 


(Continued from page 22) 


The need of encouraging the farm- 
er to produce more milk is shown by 
the fact that while the country’s popu- 
lation increased two per cent during 
1918 the number of dairy cows Iin- 
creased only about one-half of one 
per cent. The superior profits to be 
gained from wheat are thought to be 
partly responsible. In the state otf 
New York alone 800,000 acres of pas- 
ture land has been plowed for wheat 
during the !ast two or three years. 

This, of course, means fewer dairy 
cows in that st ite. 

The council i. zoing to advertise to 
the farmer the idea of dairy cows 
supplying him « steady income. He 
will even be appealed to on the basis 
of idealism. Se 

“This industry of the dairy cow,” 
the farmer will be told, “is more than 
a business. It is an obligation which 
imposes almost sacred duties on those 
engaged in it. This is so because 
child growth depends on the milk of 
the dairy cow and its products. We 
cannot have efficient men and women 
without milk.” mm 

Another branch of the advertising 
will be directed to telling the con- 
suming public of the reasons for the 
increased price of milk. The National 
Dairy Council has nothing whatever 
to do with prices. But it has studied 
the conditions surrounding the pro- 
duction and sale of milk and has de- 
cided that the present prices are justi- 
fiable. In the advertising special 
attention will be given to correcting 
the attitude of public officials, various 
women’s organizations and consumers 
in general, who have a hostile atti- 
tude toward any advance in price re- 
gardless of cost. 

“Club women,” Mr. Munn says, 
“often threaten to boycott milk and 
its products as a means of reducing 
prices. Of course, they have the very 
best of intentions in the world, but we 
are going to attempt to show them 
that such action is only sure to fur- 
ther decrease production and make 
prices still higher, to say nothing of 
the impairment of child growth and 
health caused by the lack of milk. 
Such action by the women is mostly 
due to lack of knowledge and for this 
lack of knowledge those engaged in 
the dairy industry are mostly to 
blame. We are going to try to cor- 
rect this. 

“The appeal to the public which 
will be carried on in national mediums 
will be designed to increase consump- 
tion of dairy products. Emphasis will 
be placed upon the fact that there is 
no substitute for milk and its products 
and t milk, butter, cheese and ice 
cream are protective foods indispen- 
sable to growth and health. 

“We will show that life in prolonged 
and disease avoided by a liberal use 
of dairy products as food, and that 
human welfare will be conserved and 
national prosperity promoted by the 
development and conservation of the 
dairy industry.” 

This extensive press publicity will 
be supplemented by platform dem 
onstrations, educational work with 


and through civic organizations and 


‘ 
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schools. The council will try to pro- 
mote experimental work in_ the 
schools designed to show the benefi- 
cial results of milk as a food. 

The farmer will be advertised too 
liberally—both in a direct way and 
through the farm press. The council 
will try to encourage and develop 
production by better feeding and 
breeding of the dairy cows. Farmers 
will be supplied with helpful infor- 
mation pertaining to the carrying on 
of the industry. 

No limit has yet been set to the 
advertising appeal. It will be as wide- 
spread as the support of the dairy 
interest of the country justifies. To 
make this support large and enthusias- 
tic, an active effort is now being car- 
ried on to increase the membership 
of the national and local dairy coun- 
cils. 

Mr. Munn is enthusiastic over what 
can be accomplished and sees:a great 
improvement in the council’s oppor- 
tunity in this direction now that pro- 
hibition is an accomplished fact. 

“T am sure,” said he, “ that not only 
the dairy business but the business of 
the entire country is going to prosper 
under prohibition as never before. Just 
consider our own case, for instance. 
If we can turn any number of the 
saloons in this country into dairy bars 

and I know we can—what a per- 
fectly tremendous thing it is going 
to be in the way of increasing the 
farmer’s business, helping business in 
general through using rooms that 
otherwise would be vacated through 
the closing of the thousands of sa- 
loons, and increasing the people’s effi- 
ciency as a result of using this health- 
ful food. 

“Unless the saloon man is educated 
and encouraged in going into some 
other business—a business that he 
can understand and develop—then it 
stands to reason that a lot of rooms 
are going to be left vacant for a time 


with a resulting bad effect on busi- 
ness.” 
F. G. Ball, manager of the mail 


order department of Albert Pick & 
Co.. Chicago hotel and institution out- 
fitters, says that the number of likely 
to be vacated rooms referred to by 
Mr. Munn is approximately 100,000. 
These buildings and rooms have been 
mostly occupied as_ buffets, stores 
where bottled goods are sold. and 
hotel bars. 

“We have been thinking about this 
thing for three or four years,” said 
Mr. Ball, “because we knew that most 
if not all the country sooner or later 
would be dry. Our first investiga- 
tions were in behalf of the hotels. 
We naturally tried to be as optimistic 
as possible, but could not see the 
thing through te a point that would 
justify us in telling the hotel man 
that he could make just as much 
money without his bar as he would 
with it. But we decided he could 
very well utilize other things in place 
of the bar and absorb much of the 
loss. But now numerous hotels in 
dry towns readily admit their profits 
are larger under prohibition than they 
were before. This may not work out 
everywhere. Probably it won’t. But 
the experience of these hotels proves 
beyond all argument that the prob 


lem is by no means an impossible 
one. 
“By some queer freak of fortune 


the banishment of the saloon comes 
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right at a time when people generally 
have more money to spend than ever 
betore and have more spare time at 
their disposal. The agitation to bring 
about shorter working hours is gain. 
ing in force. With more time and 
more money at their disposal, some 
men naturally would spend more of 
both in the buffet or hotel bar. Rizht 
in this condition, as I see it, is one 
of the really big business expanding 
opportunities in the present situation. 
People will continue to obey the so. 
cial instinct. When types of amuse. 
ments such as dance halls, cabarets 
and the like are deprived of the 
drawing power of liquor, then some- 
thing else is going to take liquor’s 
place. People will continue to seek 
entertainment and amusement. 

“One of the leading substitutes for 
the bar under this quickly approach. 
ing new condition of things is going 
to be the soda fountain. This is go-. 
ing to apply in the hotel and also wil] 
take the place of many and many a 
high grade buffet. 

“To predict the general adoption of 
the very highest grade of soda foun- 
tains in hotels is to assume a rather 
radical stand. But, for that matter, 
four or five years ago one would be 
regarded as uttering almost bolshevik 
sentiments — although they wouldn't 
have been called by that name then 
—if he had suggested that great hotels 
would put in popular priced lunch- 
rooms. But these today are in gener- 
al operation. Indeed some _ hotels 
have gone so far as to drop their 
standard dining room service entirely 
because their patrons objected to the 
higher prices the hotels were obliged 
to charge for this service. Some 
hotels — such top-notchers as_ the 
Statler house, for example—are even 
putting in cafeterias. Who would 
have thought a short time ago that 
one could go to a Statler or other first 
rate hotel and carry a tray past a 
serving counter and act as his own 
waiter? This shows how rapidly 
things move these days. 

“The soda fountain is getting a hold 
in hotels. Soon it will be universal. 
The consequent growth in the soda 
fountain industry and in all things 
having to do with it is going to be 
great indeed. 

“The soda fountain proposition is 
due for some surprisingly rapid de- 
velopments. In a year from now you 
will see in some of the larger cities 
soda parlors equipped on a scale of 
elegance and luxury that will exceed 
many high grade restaurants. These 
will be specially built and specially 
equipped. They will be designed to 
serve any soda fountain refreshment 
and also cater to the lunch trade. 
They will be arranged for dancing. 
In short they will be recreation cen- 
ters of refinement that will draw the 
patronage of the best class of trade. 
This is the type of amusement enter- 
prise that will under prohibition take 
the place of the cafe and cabaret 

“Another adaptation of the soda 
fountain will be its establishment in 
billiard parlors. Combinations of this 
kind will be common in many build- 
ings that now house buffets. 

“There also will be a general adop- 
tion of the soda fountain in res- 
taurants an lunchrooms. 

“Eating places catering to the pop 
ular priced trade will multiply in num

strong constitutions. True dairy 


cattle breeding is distinctly a survival 
of the fittest.

no matter how defective the remainder 
of the conformation. 


Well 


One hundred day trials of from 120 
to 130 lbs. milk per day are the rec- 
ords of performance on which Avon 
Pontiac Echo can base his possibilities 
ot transmitting udder capactiy and 
endurance.

How We Built Up A 
Dairy Herd 


(Continued from page 21.) 


In 1917 we joined a cow testing as- 
sociation and this was one of the best 
moves we ever made. Although we 
can get good results by doing our 
own testing, the cow testing associa- 
tion is far better. It gives monthly 
records of both the feed and milk, be- 
sides helps one to sell surplus stock 
as the records have more value than 
those made when doing your own 
testing and if it is possible to find 
an old cow like Bess it is worth the 
price of testing for a good many 
years, besides it gives one a chance 
to see what others are doing and is 
certainly educational. 

The first weighing that we did was 
in 1915. We had thirteen cows and 
they averaged 8,400 pounds in that 
year. In 1916, seventeen cows aver- 
aged 9,255. In 1917, sixteen cows aver- 
aged 10,580 pounds; 1918, eleven cows, 
11,827 pounds; 1919, eleven cows, 13,- 
354 pounds. 

We have had silage every winter 
and part of summer since 1909. We 
try to take the best possible care o} 
our stock and to feed all they need. 
Our mixture has been two hundred 
pounds oats, two hundred pounds bran. 
two hundred pounds gluten, one hun- 
dred pounds oil meal with corn added. 
I am inclined to think this mixture 
' is a little heavy and would like to 
know what other things about it. 

During the past year we fed two 
hundred pounds oats, two hundred 
pounds bran, one hundred pounds 
gluten, one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds brewer’s grains, one hundred 
pounds oil meal and _ twenty-five 
pounds of cottonseed meal with corn 
added as the cows need it, with mix- 
ed hay and some alfalfa. 

Another important thing in rais- 
ing a good herd consists of feeding 
the young stock. For in order to 
raise good cows you must raise good 
calves. We fed the calves fifteen to 
eighteen pounds a day till they were 
three or four weeks old and then 
gradually decreased to eight pounds 
of milk a day until the calf was six 
months old. Now this will take about 
1,700 pounds of milk for each 


ing 10 cents a day for grain and 
roughage brings the calf to $70 at six 
months for feed alone. Now this is 
not a cheap calf but a good one.

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We believe there is more money made 
by feeding steadily than by irregular 
feeding. We expect to feed skim milk 
to our cows before long and feel sure 
that it will save us some money but 
we feel that we must raise good 
calves and when we have two-year- 
olds that produce up to 10,000 pounds 
of milk with almost 400 pounds of fat 
we feel that we are satisfied in going 
to some trouble and expense in raising 
calves. 

One of the best sires we have ever 
owned was Sir Aaggie Johanna Pie- 
tertje. His dam is a cow that milked 
66,000 pounds in our herd since 1914 
and has 12,158 pounds of milk, 481 
pounds of butter in 200 days, as a 12- 
year-old to her credit. 

The sire of this bull was Sir Johanna 
De Kol 21st whose dam is Johanna 
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Pauline Paul. This bull’s daughter; 
averaged 3,763 pounds more milk in 
one year than her dams did and they 
are good average testers. 

We have started in purebred cat 
tle now and have started in testing 
seven of them on semi-official test. In 
summing this up, the things which 
helped us most were first a good sire; 
second, feeding our own stock and 
calves so that they have capacity and 
size and are able to show what they 
can do when they freshen; third, 
weighing and _ testing our milk; 
fourth, feeding as nearly the right 
proportion of feed as possible; fifth, 
disposing of all Bolshevik and low pro. 
ducers by way of the stock yards; 
sixth, setting a higher standard for 
fat and milk production every year.

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WORKING INTO PURE BREDS 

The sale of seven head of grade 
Holsteins for $1,150.00 is reported by 
Will Meisegeier, proprietor of Clinton 
Stock Farm near Barron, Wis. The 
purchasers were Broman & Anderson 
of Poplar, Wis., who also bought 
seven head of grade cows and a pure 
bred bull from other breeders in that 
vicinity. Mr. Meisegeier has been work- 
ing out of grades and into pure breds 
for some time, and now has only four 
grade heifers left, which will be sold 
soon. His pure bred herd now con- 
sists of fifteen females, five cows and 
ten heifers, and they are described as 
being some of the most promising and 
best producing stock in the county. 
Mr. Meisegeier has the right idea. 

A NEW CHAMPION IN VIRGINIA 

A new state record for milk produc- 
tion in her class has recently been 
hung up by V. P. I. Buckeye Pauline 
Johanna No. 277740, owned by Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute, who re- 
cently completed a junior four-year- 
old record of 20,518 pounds of milk 
containing 805.5 pounds of butter. Not 
only is this the state record for milk 
production in the junior four-year- 
old class but it is also the first 20,000 
pound record ever made in the state 
by a heifer of this small age. The 
previous best milk record in this class 
was made by her stable companion, 
V. P. I. Veeman De Kol, with 17,333 
pounds of milk containing 955 pounds 
of butter, the butter record still 
standing as a state record. 

The new champion comes from a 
great combination of breeding on both 
sides being sired by Star Farm Johan- 
na Lad, who is getting a good list of 
long distance record daughters. He 
is a stock of the great century sire 
Homestad Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad, 
who ranks as the greatest of the breed. 
‘The dam of the new state champion 
is Buckeye De Kol Pauline II, whose 
record of 1159 pounds of butter in a 
year is not only the largest record ever 
made in the State of Virginia but is 
said to be the largest record ever made 
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anywhere by a cow owned by an edu- 
cational institution. She is the foun- 
dation cow of the V. P. I. herd and 
her son, V. P. I. Buckeye Pauline Koru- 
dyke is the present herd sire. The V. 
P. I. herd is considered not only the 
best in the state but also the leading 
herd south of the Mason & Dixon line, 
and is certainly one of the leading col- 
lege herds in the world. Great credit 
for the success of this herd is given 
by the institute authorities to Prof. 
R. E. Hunt, an occasional contributor 
to the World, under whose direction 
the breeding of the herd is carried ou. 


LASHBROOK MAKING GOOD 
RECORDS 


A few weeks ago it will be 
remembered we published a picture of 
Hengerveld Oak Marie owned by A. J. 
Lashbrook of Northfield, Minn., at 
which time we mentioned that she haa 
made a four-year-old record of 29.8 lbs. 
of butter from 615.5 of milk. We now 
learn that she was continued on test, 
producing in thirty days 2722 lbs. of 
milk containing practically 120 Ibs. o1 
butter, and that she is making a great 
showing on semi-official test, milking 
over 99 lbs. a day nearly three months 
after calving. Another four-year-old in 
the Lashbrook herd that is making a 
good showing is Elmwood Heilo Alma 
Oak whose production is given as 578 
lbs. milk in seven days averaging for 
the week 4.1 per cent fat, or a butter 
production of 28.58 Ibs. Mention is also 
made of Bess Johanna Oak with a 
three-year-old record of 24.95 Ibs. 
butter from 566 lbs. of milk, her best 
day’s milk being 88.2 lbs. Several 
good two-year-old records are also 
reported, one of them being 21.1 Ibs. 
butter from 482 lbs. milk for the 
junior two-year-old June Pontiac Oak, 
her best day’s milk being given as 77 
Ibs. Queen Pontiac Oak Marie at 
two years, two months made a record 
of 16.58 Ibs. butter from 435 lbs. milk, 
milking as high as 70 lbs. a day. These 
records were all made under the super- 
vision of Mr. Lashbrook’s herdsmau, 
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Frank Bele, who fed and handled them 
all while on test. 

Recent sales of bulls to three 
different states are also reported from 
the Lashbrook farm, the purchasers 
being Moreland & Moreland of Gales- 
burg, Ill., W. T.-Huff, Deval, Okla., B. 
Van Koten, Baldwin, Wis., and Avoca 
State Bank, Avoca, Wis. They have 
also recently sold a cow to Geo. §S. 
Buholz, Aberdeen, S. D., making four 
different states to which they have 
sold cattle. 





HOLSTEINS SWEEP THE BOARDS 


Out of the 123 cows in the Byron 
Cow Testing Association, Fond du Lac 
County, Wis., that produced forty 
pounds of butter fat or over, during 
the month ending Feb. 5, 101 or 82 per 
cent were Holsteins. Of these, 42 
were registered and 59 grades. 

More than this, the three highest 
butter fat records along with the high- 
est herd average went to the blacks 
and whites. Frank Holland topped 
the list with a grade Holstein that pro- 
duced 93.6 pounds of butter fat from 
1800 pounds of milk testing 5.2 per 
cent. Second honors went to Peter 
Ullrich on a registered Holstein who 
produced 83.7 pounds of fat from 2175 
pounds of milk being the highest milk 
production in the association. Henry 
Weber got third place with a regis- 


tered Holstein that produced 77.6 
pounds of fat from 2156 pounds of 
milk. 


Albert Tulledge captured the herd 
honors, thirteen cows averaging 45.8 
pounds of butter fat for the thirty 
days. Five cows in this herd pro- 
duced over sixty pounds of fat during 
the thirty days or better than two 
pounds a day per cow. 

The members of the South Byron 
Cow Testing Association have been 
persistently weeding out their poor 
cows which counts for the unusual 
showing found in the January report.

A NEW SIXTY DAY CHAMPION 

The world’s championship for sixty 
days production of milk as well as of 
butter in the senior two-year-old 
class has just been broken by the 
Canadian heifer, Lady Waldorf Sylvia, 
owned by Avondale Farm of Brock- 
ville, Ont., whose 28-lb. record was 
reported in the World some weeks ago. 
A recent letter from Mr. H. Lynn, 
manager of Avondale Farm, informs 
us that this heifer has now got in 66 
days of her test, and that her last 60 
days totaled 4,834.7 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 230.52 lbs. of butter, which is 
a world’s record by a_ substantial 
margin, displacing the former world’s 
champion Beauty Beets Walker Segis 
owned by J. M. Hackney of St. Paul, 


Minn. with 4791.7 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 219.99 lbs. of butter. The 
new champion is still going strong 


and there is a strong possibility that 
she may increase these figures before 
she is through. She has already in- 
ereased her thirty-day record for milk 
production to 2454 Ibs. instead of 
2448.1 Ibs. as reported a few weeks 
ago. As we have announced several 
times before in the World the new 
champion is a daughter of Champion 
Echo Sylvia Pontiac, out of the 
Canadian champion four-year-old, Lady 
Waldorf Pietje.

Perhaps the importance of the dairy industry in Cayuga 
county is best illustrated by the organization last fall under 
the auspices of the Dairymen’s League of a $100,000.00 
farmer owned centralized milk plant. The plant is equipped 
to handle and ship whole milk, make powdered milk, but- 
ter and cheese. Condensing equipment is being installed. 
The plant has been recently designated by the Dairymen’s 
League as u centralized butter plant where farmers may 
ship cream. “Dairymen’s League Brand” of butter will soon 
be on the market. The organization of this plant is being 
looked at as the starting of a plan to have the farmers part 
of the milk business cared for by farmers. 

In a community where so much importance is placed 
on the production of milk—it is natural to find the dairy 
cow playing a very important part on the majority of 
farms.

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CARE OF THE NEW-BORN CALF 
By G. H. Conn, D. V. M. 


Domestication of our farm animals 
has made many changes in their hab- 
its and in some cases not a little 
change in their instincts. Most times 
we feel safe in saying the changes 
have been in some instances, detri- 
mental to the best welfare of the ani- 
mals in question. In the natural state 
and in most instances in the normal 
state, the new-born animal receives 
its best care from its mother. This 
is the result of the maternal instinct 
that is so well developed in the mother. 
However, there are conditions that 
change this, and they are due to the 
environment under which the mother 
gives birth to her young. These dang- 
ers can be greatly lessened and in 
many cases entirely eliminated if the 
owner will but put forth his best ef- 
forts to provide as near a normal en- 
vironment as possible so that the birth 
of the young animal will take place 
under normal conditions and in a nor- 
mal way. 

It does not require much thinking to 
see the great difference between the 
functions and environment of the ani- 
mal before it is born and that after it 
is born and it takes on the functions of 
life within its own body. Before the 
animal is born it receives its oxygen 
and nourishment through the blood of 
the mother which circulates through 
the placenta of the young, which after 
birth is known as the after-birth by the 
common run of people. As soon as the 
young is born, a new environment and 
new functions must be met. The air 
that it breathes must be taken into 
its own lungs and its heart must pump 
the blood through its body, and its di- 
gestive organs must digest the foou 
for its own maintenance; it no longer 
‘can rely on these functions being per- 
formed by the mother, but now they 
must be the result of the activity of 
the various organs within its own 
body. These functions are very 
important and if they do not begin ar 
once the animal will not live or devel- 
op life. It is necessary especially for 
.the attendant to make observation as 
soon as the young is born, to deter- 
mine whether breathing is taking 
place. At times the young can not 
breathe owing to the fact that a piece 
of the afterbirth covers the nostrils 
or chungs or plugs of mucous may « 
clude the nostrils or the larnyx. Kither 
of these conditions are not at all rare 
and when they are corrected as 
as the animal is born they will be the 
means of making the functions of life 
If they are not corrected at

once the life funetions remain sus 
pended and cannot be revived. 

It is commonly thought that the 
young may at times be strangled dur 


ing birth from swallowing some of the 
fluid in which they are suspended If 
the circulation within the vet unborn 
animal is normal and such were the 
ease, it would no doubt be absorbed, 
as the functions within the unborn 
have not been in operation yet. It is 
a good practice in cases where this 
might be possible to hold the young 
animal up by the hind legs with the 
head downward: this is said to stimu- 
late the breathing center in the brain. 
This same procedure may be_prac- 
ticed in those cases of tardy births, or 
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long delayed births. Respiration or 
breathing is some times very slow in 
such cases. It is not definitely known 
just what stimulates the breathing in 
the new born, but it is no doubt due 
to the change in temperature from the 
inside of the mother, to that of the 
outside temperature, the cessation of 
the circulation from the placenta ana 
the consequent effect of the blood up- 
on the organs of the new born. 

As an aid to stimulate or to pro- 
duce artificial respiration, dashing of 
cold water upon the body, vigorous and 
brisk massage over the sides, the com- 
pression and relaxation of the ches, 
walls. It is well in all cases to grasp 
the tongue if possible and draw it 
well forward in the mouth if respira- 
tion does not begin at once. The heart 
may beat for several minutes, as long 
as 10 or 15, but if breathing does not 
start within 3 minutes after the animal 
is born, not much hopes of its living 
should be entertained. 

All the nourishment and necessary 
materials for growth and development 
of the voung animal are carried to the 
unborn young through the umbilicus; 
this is most frequently spoken of as 
the umbilical or navel cord. It is 
composed of arteries, veins and the 
urachus, all of which communicate 
with internal structures within the 
body of the young. The arteries anu 
veins accommodate the blood and the 
urachus carries away the excretions 
from the body, by way of the kidneys 
and the bladder. This connection be- 
tween the mother and the young must 
be severed at birth or immediate:? 


afterwards. in the cow the cord is 
so short that it usually ruptures at 
the time the calf leaves the _ birth 


canal, or is born. At about 1% inches 
from the body of the calf, there ap- 
pears to be a ring and it is at this 
point that the cord is ruptured or torn 
apart. This persists for some little 
time as a small projection of skin and 
is usually well covered with hair; 1.5 
many cows it remains so throughout 
their entire lifetime. It does not hap- 
pen however, that the cord in the calf 
always ruptures here. In some cases 
it may remain 5 or 6 inches long. 

In normal births and under the ideal 
conditions, the injury produced by rup- 
ture of the navel cord heals very rap- 
idly and without any inflammation or 
infections. However, the moist warm 
surface here makes an ideal place for 
the development of disease germs. It 
is hardly likely that a more favorable 
place could be found for their develop- 
ment It is plain then that the one

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the unborn, up until its birth retracts 
or draws up along with the arteries 
and is then well within the abdominal 
cavity. 

The care of the navel stump offers 
a very perplexing situation and one 
which has many advocates for both 
methods in common use. Some prefer 
ligating or tying the navel cord after 
birth, thinking that it may prevent the 
entrance of infection. The only man- 
ner in which it could prevent infection, 
is by hastening the drying up, through 
the shutting off of the circulation. Ac- 
cording to the best authorities, we 
have the evils resulting from ligating 
the cord are as follows: It imprisons 
the blood in the veins where it is sub- 
ject to decomposition, due to the pres- 
sure of urine in the urachus. It may 
become reopened and prove a very 
serious condition; around the veins 
and arteries is a substance known as 
the whartonion jelly, which under nor- 
mal conditions flows away, but if a 
ligature is placed around the cord, this 
is imprisoned here and_ furnished 
another field for a possible infection. 
If the cord is not tied it rapidly drys 
and hardens, thus sealing the wound 
from infection. Another danger in ty- 
ing the cord comes from using dirty 
cord or failure to observe the ordinary 
sanitary precautions; as it is ordinar- 
ily done there can be no argument but 
that it is a practice that is to be COu- 
demned. 

If the navel cord has not separated 
or has broken off too long, it is theu 
necessary to separate it at the proper 
place which is from 1% to 2 inches 
from the abdomen. This can be best 
done by grasping the cord between the 
thumb and first finger, (first having 
them thoroughly clean) and tearing 11 
in two. If it is too strong for this it 
may be scraped with the thumb nail 
until it separates. The fluids and 
whartonian jelly should be squeezed 
from the stump at once. The treat- 
ment then that promises excellent re- 
sults is the assistance in the drying 
of the cord. For this purpose any dry 
antiseptic powder that will not blister 
the abdomen, can be used. Equal 
parts of oxide of zine and pulverized 
alum or Tarmic acid and oxide of zine 
may be used. A 10 per cent solution 
of Formalin will dry up the cord very 
rapidly and is a good antiseptic, but 
it must not be gotten on the belly as it 
will blister it; can be applied with a 
small brush. Whatever is used to has- 
ten drying of the stump of the cord, 
should be applied as soon as possible 
after birth and repeated every one or 


two hours until the stump is quite 
dry. 
We can then summarize the results 


of tying the navel cord, as increasing 
the dangers of infection, to opening of 
the urachus, prevents the arteries and 


urachus from drawing up, increases 
danger from hemorrhage. That fact 
that ligation of the navel cord does 
not benefit the voung is illustrated 


very well in the voung foal which has 


au long cord: it is often ligated by the 
attendant and as we all know, infec- 
tions in the colt are much more com- 
mon than in calves 


If ligation is to be practiced, it 
should only be done under strictly an- 
tiseptic precautions and the stump 
should be frequently and thoroughly 
bathed with a good disinfectant to pre-

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vent the development of infection. Ty- 
ing the cord is really a relic of the 
last century’s practice of the then 
common midwife. 

Soon after the calf is born it should 
be determined whether the bowels are 
in good condition or not. In some 
calves the meconium becomes dry and 
hard and can only be passed after it 
has been greatly softened by an in- 
jection of warm water, which may con- 
tain some castile soap or a small 
amount of glycerine. If the calf gets 
the first milk or colostrum from the 
mother, it will assist greatly in pre- 
venting this. 

After the calf is born it is not ab 
solutely necessary for it to have feed 
at once. It is well for it to go from 
24 to 36 hours without feed. It 1s 
even good policy to remove the calf 
from the cow if possible during this 
period. If the calf is weak and does 
not show much inclination to nurse, 
follow this course at the same time 
giving enemas and a dose of castor 
oil to rid the bowels of the meconium 
before it is allowed any milk. Do not 
be in too big a hurry to feed the calf 
and do not feed too much as both are 
common mistakes that are made with 
the new born calf.

IN FOR BUTTER MAK- 
ING 


“The prospects of establishing a but- 
ter factory, and in time many butter 
factories, in Fiji, are attracting much 
attention, according to the Western 
Pacific Herald. It is felt that here at 
least is something practical, which 
once set going, requires little labor 
and a decent living can be made by a

family almost without “labor” at all. 
Until butter factories are set going, 
men owning cows can make a start 


by making butter themselves and salt- 


ing it down. It will always find a 
ready and profitable market. It 1s 
ridiculous to say that Fiji does not 


vield an equal opportunity for dairy- 


ing to New Zealand and Australia, 
both of which are becoming well 
known for their dairy interests. if 


really gives a greater opportunity, be- 
cause butter can be put on the mar- 
ket at a cheaper rate per pound. The 
land will carry many more beasts to 
the section than the countries men- 
tion, and labor is much _ cheaper. 
We have heard doubts expressed as 
to the percentage of butter fat in Fiji. 
Readers may rest easv upon tha. 
score. A dairvman on the Rewa re- 
ports that his herd averages a test of 
3.7, which is above the Australiar av- 
erage. There are cows on the Rewa 
giving their pound of butter per day— 
and they are ordinary cows, bred in 
Fiji, and have been milked regular:, 
for the past 12 months. These are 
solid facts, and amply bear out our 
contention that a butter factory has 
no obstacles in front of it which enter- 
prise and energy cannot easily over- 
come. A resident of the Bua district 
informs us that dairy cattle do very 
well there, and that there is plenty of 
land available there for small dairy 
farms suitable for men who have saved 
a few hundred pounds, or for returned 
soldiers. One of the chief induce- 
ments which can be offered to a new- 
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comer is a knowledge that the counti, 
is being cleaned up. The services of 
a competent veterinary surgeon were 
never so badly wanted in any country, 
and we look forward to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Rainey’s coming with much an- 
ticipation. He has an enormous task 
in front of him, but the knowledge 


that the Government is behind the 
movement to get our cattle clear of 
any tubercular trouble, and to en- 


deavor to minimize inbreeding by the 


importation of suitable stud bulls is 
very heartening. As Lord Liverpool 
said: “Rome was not built in a day,” 


and we must necessarily go slowly to 
allow the cleaning up process to make 
good headway. Of one thing we are 
confident, that dairying is one of the 
keys to the gate of success in Fiji, 
and the present is a good time to take 
preliminary steps to make ready for a 


start next vear.”

BELL FARM SUFFERS DISTINCT 
LOSS IN KING VALDESSA 
PONTIAC 


All Holstein breeders and more 
especially those watching with keen 
interest the up-building of the herd at 
Bell Farm, Coraopolis, Pa., will regret 
to learn of the loss suffered by this 
farm through the death of their senior 
herd sire, King Valdessa Pontiac, a 
bull selected two years ago by Mr. 
Bell as the most desirable sire with 
which to work in the building up of a 
herd of animals of the most approved 
type. 

Soon after the New Year, King Val- 
dessa Pontiac was taken ill. It was 
impossible to diagnose the case at the 
outset but after a period of a week or 
ten days, it was decided to operate 
with the result that five nails were 
removed from his stomach, four ot 
which had _ penetrated the _ walls. 
Following the operation he showed 
improvement but this was only temp- 
orary and death followed within a 
short time.

dominal cavity to the lung cavity 
causing generalized peritonitis. 

Though the loss is a very severe 
one, Mr. Bell is especially fortunate in 
having a maternal brother to King 
Valdessa Pontiac sired by King Pon- 
tiac Hengerveld Fayne, also two sons 
of King Valdessa Pontiac, one, Echo 
King Sylvia from May Echo Sylvia 
which he purchased just previous to 
the death of King Valdessa Pontiac 
and King Pontiac Valdessa Korndyke 
from Kayewood Joyce Korndyke, 
champion cow of Pennsylvania with 
over 39 lbs. in seven days. With the 
number of his daughters Mr. Bell now 
has and with those expected within the 
next few months, it is reasonable to 
assume Bell Farm herd will have 
approximately fifty daughters of King 
Valdessa within a short time, and if 
we are to judge by the performances 
of his daughters already tested, it is 
well within reason to expect these 
daughters to prove King Valdessa 
Pontiac the sire he was thought to be. 

It will be recalled King Valdessa 
Pontiae is a son of Mabel Segis Korn- 
dyke, famous as the first heifer to pro- 
duce 40-Ibs. butter in seven days while 
his sire, King Valdessa is a son of the 
first 40-lb. cow and by a son of the 
first 44-lb. cow.

FIND FIVE PURE-BRED BULLS TO 
SIX SCRUBS 


meeting of farmers in 
York State county, it was 
learned that in the school district 
where the meeting was held there 
were only five pure-bred bulls to six 
scrubs bulls. The county agent said 
“I met the group of farmers and pre- 
sented the proposition of eliminating 
the scrub bulls in that school dis 
trict. I found that there were five 
pure-bred bulls and six scrubs owned 
and used in the district. It would 
seem as though this nearly checks 
with the rest of the state.” 

The need for this work and tne 
opportunity for directing immediate 
attention to it on the part of those 
concerned is evident from the above 
quotation. Six of the leading coun- 
iies in the state have already adopted 
sub-Project 5, “The Better Livestock 
Campaign.” 

Three additional couaties have sent 
for and are using enumeration blanks 
for the purpose of taking a local sur- 
vey to determine the proportion of 
grade and pure-bred sires in use to- 
gether with the preference of breed 
of sire on the part of those who desire 
to exchange.—-Farm Bureau News.

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IMPRESSIONS OF THE HOL- 
STEINS NATIVE HEATH 


Gathered by Gov. Frank O. Lowden, 
of Illinois 


I am in favor of farm organizations. 
Wherever they are most numerous, 
there you will find the best looking 
fields, the best kept farm lots, fences 
in the best repair and the men, wo- 
men and children beginning to look 
better and happier. This was espec- 
ially impressed upon my mind a few 
years ago when I visited Holland. I 
went there, expecting to remain a 
few days. I happened to be making a 
motor trip in Europe, but I became so 
interested there that I made up my 
mind to give up some other parts of 
the country I intended to visit, and 
devote most of my time to Holland. I 
became interested in their co-opera- 
tive societies. I found they not only 
had co-operative creameries (of 
course dairying is their principal in- 
dustry) but they had also all sorts of 
co-operative enterprises, and this is 
what they told me: When the men 
in a neighborhood would get together 
and build a beautiful creamery, as 
they did on the co-operative plan, they 
found that farming began to improve, 
because the best farmer became a 
sort of exemplar to all the others. 

When they began organizing these 
societies, the best farmer set the 
standard for that neighborhood, and 
the people found that for years they 
had not been getting the results they 
should have obtained, and that fact 
was only revealed to them when they 
came into this close association with 
their fellow farmers in that commun- 
ity. That was so successful that 
they formed co-operative export so- 
cieties. I visited one of their great 
warehouses in Friesland, and they ex- 
plained to me there that they were 
exporting their dairy products to Lon- 
don and to Berlin. That was, of 
course, before the war. Among other 
things they told me was that when 
they wanted to sell a kind of cheese 
that was made only in England, they 
sent an expert over there to make 
that particular kind of cheese, and 
when he returned, they made English 
cheese and sent it back to the English 
market and made a success of it. 

They had co-operative societies for 
other enterprises, the result of which 
was that their agriculture improved 
all the time. 

Wherever I went in Europe at that 
time, I tried to learn what I could 
on this sunhieet. heine interested in 
farming myself, so I visited agricul- 
tural colleges and that sort of thing 
wherever I went. I found that agri- 
culture reached its best estate in 





those places where there were agri- | 


cultural associations of one kind and 
another. Therefore, when I came 


back to this country, I advocated | 


more vigorously than I had ever done 
before the idea of associations of 
farmers. Our state was one of the 
very first to begin work with the 
Farm Bureau. I regard the county 
Farm Bureau the most important step 
taken in agriculture within my time. 

I live about a hundred miles west 
of Chicago and a little bit north, and 
I can pretty nearly tell, when I am in 
a certain county by the superior con- 
dition of the farms. The agriculture 
is better there than in the adjacent

I was once a Jersey booster when 
back among the hills and rocks in the 
east where the Holstein cow with her 
weight could not climb. But the facts 
given below show I have reformed 
since I have been in Illinois. High 
herd in Lee County Cow Testing 
Association for milk and fat production 
is owned by Bill Finch of Amboy, 
Illinois. This herd averaged 1184 milk 
and 40.3 fat for January for each of 
the 27 cows milking. They consist of 
grade and pure bred Holsteins headed 
by a pure bred bull.

She made _ $5.72 
profit over feed. This herd is milked 
but twice daily and their care is but 
good common farm care. They receive 
8% ground barley, 5% ground oats, 
1% oil meal, 7% alfalfa hay, 3 mixed 
hay, 35 silage daily. They are watered 
at a trough twice daily. Above ration 
is fed to high producers.Lower milkers 
are fed according to known production 
as revealed by cow tester. Mr. Finch’s 
feed cost to make 100 lbs. of milk is 
one of the three lowest in the associa- 
tion, thereby showing he is feeding to- 
ward profit and as well as for milk 
production. Mr. Finch is a liberal 
feeder to good producers, but like a 
federal agent after the Bolsheviki to 
the smaller producers. Mr. Finch has 
been in the dairy game but three years 
and comes across with the above 
figures. The above facts plainly show 
that the Holstein cow is the only 
breed for Illinois where roughage and 
home grown feeds are plentiful. There 
are many other herds of Holsteins 
close on Mr. Finch’s heels. I am 
trying to introduce the three times a 
day milking system among my 
members.

would come, but when, as is the fact, 
the tester drops in on us unannounceu, 
then you all know we can do nothing 
of the kind except ruining our cow. 
A cow not milked clean several milx- 
ings in succession once or twice each 
month would soon be unfit for any rec- 
ord making and the first milking 
counted in and the test only run for 
24 hours at a time, I will defy tne 
most expert feeder to do a great deal 
more than getting actual results and 
that is all we need to get for the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. We want her to 
have credit for everything she de- 
serves—no more and nothing less—as 
it is now, she also on the second day 
gets credit for the herdsman’s ability. 
I would suggest that as long as we 
have our present system of semi-of- 
icial work it be made compulsory that 
weight and test be taken of the first 
milking like from the other milkings 
and that in publishing the final re- 
sults weight and test of all the dif. 
ferent milkings be given in rotation as 
made. We small breeders are entitled 
to have some way in which we may 
judge how much is actually due to the 
cow and how much should be credited 
to the herdsman. Withthe first milking 
counted in and the test only run for 
one day I cannot see where any other 
factor can come into play than the 
actual business ability of the cow. I 
should not wonder greatly if this pro- 
posal may be opposed by some who 
want to help the cow and give he 
the benefit of their personal ability, 
not in any dishonest way but simply 
by using their knowledge and experi- 
ence in feeding. Another change in 
the semi-official work that I should 
like to see is in the 305-day division. 
I should like to see date of breeding 
and date of next calving given, and 
that no prize be given to or credit 
published or reported of any cow in 
the 10-months division except she 
freshens inside of 14 months from last 
calving. These rules we have in the 
Iowa Cow Testing Federation and 
must comply with to get our Certifi- 
cates of Merit. 
Cedar Falls, Iowa Peder Pedersen 
Note—The regulations in regard to 
freshening again to qualify in the 10- 
months division were adopted at the 
annual meeting last June.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


CLEAN MILK WITH A MILKING 
MACHINE 


There is an old proverb, “Where 
ignorance is bliss, ’tis folly to be 
wise.” In these days of commercial 
competition and the application v1 
scientific principles to the every-day 
work of the farm, this proverb no 
longer holds writes Earle W. Gage in 
the Michigan Farmer. Ignorance, or 
let us say more kindly, lack of knowl- 
edge, is today one of the big factors 
limiting the profits made on our 
farms. Ignorance today means pov- 
erty, and poverty is not bliss, as any- 
one who has ever tried it knows well. 
Therefore let us lay hold of knowl- 
edge, and we shall find that it means 
money in our pockets every time. We 
must be students always, as new 
problems are arising constantly and 
methods of farming change from time 
to time. 

One of the newer problems that is 
confronting a number of dairymen tv- 
day is that of securing milk, of a sat- 
isfactory sanitary quality, when the 
old method of milking by hand is dis- 
carded and the newer method of milk- 
ing by machinery is adopted on the 
farm. 


We shall not enter into a discussion 
of the construction of the various ma- 
chines, but shall consider the sanitary 
operation of all machines. This is our 
problem then: What must we do to 
get clean milk when using a milking 
machine? It is a problem that de 
mands the closest attention of factory 
men, of milking machine users, of 
prospective milking machine users, or 
manufacturers of these machines. 

If it once becomes established that 
machine milk is usually of an inferior 
sanitary quality, there will grow up a 
prejudice against it, and the factories 
‘will refuse to take milk unless it is 
drawn by hand. On account of the 
saving value of the machine, we should 
leave no stone unturned in our efforts 
to avoid the establishment of such a 
prejudice while there is time. 

There is considerable evidence to 
show that the quality of machine- 
drawn milk in many sections is not 
what it should be at the present time. 
For this undesirable state of affairs we 
cannot, with any frankness, lay the 
blame on the machine. We are satis- 
fied that with proper care and atten- 
tion, milk, satisfactory in every respect 
can be produced by any of the leading 
machines that we find on the market. 
It is the man on the farm who handles 
the machine, and the methods employ- 
ed by him, that provide the weak link 
in the chain. 

Recently a creamery manager re- 
marked: “My experience with milking 
machines has proved to me that not 
more than one-third of the patrons 
who own a machine really know how 
to handle it successfully.” From what 
I myself have seen of milking mach- 
ines, as operated on the average dairy 
farm, I would say that in nine cases 
out of ten the methods used could be 
easily improved and the quality of the 
milk very considerably raised. 

In days gone by every farmer and 
his good wife, told you that the milk 
produced on their farm was always 
clean. But along came the sediment 
tester, and we found that much of the 
so-called clean milk was really very 
dirty milk, when it reached the test- 
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room. Those little cotton discs showed 
up the milk, and convinced the farmer 
that it was time to turn over a new 
leaf, and that he really must clean up 
and keep clean. This is a simple test 
and one that is easily understood. Evy- 
ery factory should make sediment tests 
of their patrons’ milk every once in a 
while and the discs obtained should be 
returned to them on mailing cards, 
Bacteriological tests are more compli- 
cated and not so easily understood by 
the average farmer, but to one who 
has a knowledge of the subject, they 
yield information regarding the qual. 
ity of milk that can be gotten in no 
other way. 

Clean milk is produced from clean 
and healthy cows and sanitary stables 
by healthy and clean employes; it 
must be handled in clean utensils of 
suitable material and construction and 
in a satisfactory sanitary manner from 
the moment it leaves the udder of the 
cow. No farmer who fails systemati- 
cally and regularly to wash his milk- 
ing machine can hope to produce clean 
milk, although he live up to all the 
other essentials, because the new milk 
is quickly contaminated with germs 
which lurk in every corner of a dirty 
machine. No farmer who leaves the 
rubber tubes and teat-cups of his ma- 
chine soaking in a solution teeming 
with bacteria can produce clean milk, 
as every drop of milk that is drawn 
soon becomes contaminated with 
germs from these teat-cups and tubes. 

Let us turn to the question and see 
what we can learn about the sanitary 
problems of the milking machines. In 
the first place let us consider the rub- 
ber teat-cups and tubing through 
which the milk has to pass in all the 
machines, with one exception, that are 
on the market. Owing to the porosity 
of its structure, we find that rubber, 
which comes into frequent contact 
with milk, is very difficult to keep 
clean, in fact, we may say that it is 
impossible to keep it really clean by 
any of the ordinary methods that have 
been used for cleaning the ordinary 
dairy apparatus on the farm. 

Although washing powder, hot water 
and brushes will remove a lot of the 
dirt, they cannot turn out the germs 
which have lodged in the myriads of 
minute pores. Live steam employed 
in this case cannot be used or the rub- 
ber will soon be destroyed. The meth- 
od employed at the present time is 
that of immersing the rubber parts in 
some kind of sterilizing solution be- 
tween the milkings, after first thor- 
oughly rinsing out any milk that may 
remain behind. The success of this 
method depends, as can be readily un- 
derstood, on the germicidal property 
of the solution employed. When a suit- 
able solution is used the results are 
very satisfactory indeed. 

It is very easy to see that unless the 
milking machine is carefully sterilized, 
it may be made the lurking and breed- 
ing place of billions of bacteria. It is 
obviously gross neglect to use such 
common agents as plain water, either 
hot or cold, lime water, soda and wa- 
ter, salt and water. These solutions 
are absolutely worthless as retardants 
of germs, and it is but a waste of time 
to use them. 

Water alone possesses no power to 
destroy bacteria, and so is useless for 
sterilizing rubber tubes. Lime water 
has weak germicidal properties if 
made from unslacked lime; if made 
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from airslacked lime it is useless, and 
that is the kind of lime that we find 
is usually used; the lime also tends to 
cake on the thin rubber parts of the 
teat-cups and inside the tubing, and 
for this reason it should not be used. 
The germicidal properties of even a 
ten per cent solution of salt are very 
limited, and in weaker solutions we 
find bacteria flourish and grow. There- 
fore, we must find something that can 
be easily used, something that is cheap 
and something that will give us a so- 
lution free from germs and tubes free 
from germs and then we shall find that 
the quality of the milk will be im- 
proved. 

In chloride of lime we have a cheap 
and effective germicide with which a 
very satisfactory sterilizing solution 
can be made. One pound of chloride 
of lime is mixed with ten gallons of 
water and after being well stirred the 
lime is allowed to settle to the bottom 
and the clear solution is poured off for 
use. If only a pint or so of the water 
is added to the chloride of lime to 
start with the lumps can be more eas- 
ily broken up and a strength solution 
will be obtained. 

A solution made up as above will re- 
tain its germicidal properties up to 
nearly full strength for about two 
weeks in summer and three to four 
weeks in winter, depending on the tem- 
perature at which it is held. As long 
as it will turn blue a strip of starch- 
potassium-iodide test paper dipped into 
it, its germicidal properties are o. K.; 
as soon as it fails to produce this 
change its germicidal properties have 
gone and it must be thrown away and 
a new solution made. 


The metal parts of the milking ma- 
chine should be thoroughly cleaned 
and scalded each time after the ma- 
chine has been used, and then placed 
in a place where they will be kept 
clean until needed again. The teat- 
eun 2nd tubing should be fitted on the 
machine and well rinsed out before 
and after use every time; warm water 
should be used for rinsing before milk- 
ing to remove all traces of the chloride 
of lime; warm water and washing pow- 
der should be used first after milking 
and then hot water, putting the tubes 
in the sterilizing solution. 


All teat-cups should be taken apart 
at least once a week and given a thor- 
ough scrubbing with hot water and 
washing powder, and the tubing must 
be well washed out with the brushes 
provided as well. They should then 
be rinsed in hot water before putting 
together and returning to the chloride 
of lime. If this can be done twice a 
week so much the better, but it must 
be done at least once a week if satis- 
factory results are to be obtained. 

A point that is often overlooked is 
the necessity of having the teat-cups 
and rubber tubing completely immers- 
ed in the chloride of lime solution; a 
sufficiently large container and a suffi- 
cient quantity of the solution must be 
used, as we do not get the required re- 
sults if these parts, as we often see 
them, are sticking up out of the solu- 
tion into the air. We must be careful 
to see that the solution fills the tubing 
and not, as we find in some cases, 
where the ends dip into it but the cen- 
ter of the tube remains filled with air. 

Producing clean milk with a milking 
machine is no automatic affair, nor is 
it as easy at it is ofttimes pictured.
